Vin McLellan replies: The SLA is 
another cult gathered around a 
revolutionary god-man, the ‘‘fifth 
prophet” they call him, which wraps their 
romantic violence in vague socialist 
rhetoric.

Women’s Show on Phoenix 
Feedback 

In the April 16 issue of The Phoenix, 
Karen Lindsey had an article about a 
letter that had been read on the Women’s 
Show on WBCN. And then in the April 23 
issue of your paper you ran the letter 
which Ms. Lindsey had talked about, 
which was a letter of critical support for 
the SLA. The printing of the letter at this 
time, which had been signed, “a group of 
Boston area socialist feminists,” and the 
article by Karen Lindsey, have caused 
some confusion. Since these things were 
printed, the Women’s Show has received 
several inquiries about the letter. We 
would like to take this opportunity to ad- 
dress ourselves to several important 
issues. 

1) We received that letter in the very 
beginning of March and decided to read it 
on the Women’s Show because we believ- 
ed that other media in this city would ig- 
nore it. And we were right — until now. It 
strikes us as a bit odd that you should run 
this letter now, given that so much time 
has passed since you must have gotten it. 
(We are assuming that you got it at about 
the same time that we at the Women’s 
Show got it.) 

It is hard for us to imagine that you can 
know whether or not that same group 
would have sent the same letter this last 
week. Our point is that we feel the media 
has a responsibility to its readership (and 
listenership). Part of the responsibility is 
to publish letters when received and not 
over a month later when the situation 
could be entirely different. 

But you did decide to go ahead with the 
article and given that, we also think that 


it was an unwise editorial decision to print _ 
.an article which is built entirely on its 


criticism of a letter but not print the letter 
until the following week. In other words, if 
you were not going to print the letter when 
you got it, you could have at least printed 
it with the article. 

2) As to Karen Lindsey’s article. We 
think that the references, especially in the 
latter part of the article, to “Boston 
socialist feminists” are more than a little 
misleading. We are well aware, as are 
many of the women who read this paper, 
that an attempt is being made in this city 
to build a mass socialist feminist 
organization. Ms. Lindsey’s use of the 
term is confusing. 

We received that letter early in March, 
before this new organization began. 
Because this new organization is just get- 
ting underway, and the article and letter 
appear at this late date, we think that 
some readers might have thought that the 
signers of the letter and this new organiza- 
tion are the same. As far as we know, 
there are many, many women in the 
Boston area that consider themselves 
socialist feminists, and they might not 
have anything to do with either the letter 
or the organization. 

The words socialist and feminist both 
are open to many interpretations. We 
hope that people who read both the article 
and the letter will not assume, as Ms. 
Lindsey might have us believe, that all 
socialist feminists would agree with the 
political assumptions and/or conclusions 
stated in the letter.

Poet’s View of Women 

In view of the recent discussions in your 
letters columns concerning the role and 
status of women, it seems fitting that 
selection from a passage in Rainer Maria 
Rilke’s Letters To A Young Poet also be 
included. The statement dates from 1904: 
“The girl and the woman, in their new, 
their own unfolding, will but in passing be 
imitators of masculine ways, good and 
bad, and repeaters of masculine 
professions. After the uncertainty of such 
transitions it will become apparent that 
women wefe only going through ... the 
vicissitudes of those (often ridiculous) dis- 
guises in order to cleanse their most 
characteristic nature of the distorting in- 
fluences of the other sex . . . This humani- 
ty of women, borne its full time in suffer- 
ing and humiliation, will come to light 
when she will have stripped off the con- 
ventions of mere feminity in the 
mutations of her outward status, and 
those men who do not yet feel it ap- 
proaching today will be surprised and 
struck by it. Some day .. . there will be 
girls and women whose name will no 
longer signify an opposite of the 
masculine, but something in itself, 
something that makes one think, not of 
any complement and link, but only of life 
and existence; the feminine human being 
. This advance will (at first much 
against the will of the outstripped men) 
change the love experience, which is now 
full of error, and will alter it from the 
ground up, reshape it into a relation that 
is meant to be of one human being to 

another, no longer of man to woman.”

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Woman Undergoing Examination at Abortion Referral Clinic 


Manslaughter Charge Threatens Abortions

Dr. Kenneth Edelin is 
acknowledged around Boston 
City Hospital as being the best 
doctor of his kind. As chief resi- 
dent in the obstetrics and 
gynecology division, he is 
respected by both his superiors 
and his peers for his clinical skill, 
his interest in the community 
and his compassion. Women 
staff members at the hospital 
come to him with their 
gynecological problems. He is 
running classes at the Florence 
Crittenton House for unwed 
mothers, counselling them 
before their babies’ s briths and 
helping in the deliveries. He 
worked overtime and on Satur- 
days at the hospital, without 
pay, aborting women who did 
not want to have children. 

Dr. David Charles, former ad- 
ministrator of Ob/Gyn, though 
sometimes crusty and irascible, 
is regarded as a brilliant 
researcher. He has published 
more than 200 works in his field. 
Charles was one of several 
staffers at BCH lobbying for an 
abortion clinic that would have 
provided free services for the 
poor. 

Why were these men indicted? 
Edelin on charges of first degree 
manslaughter for allegedly caus- 
ing the death of a 24-week-old 
“baby boy” fetus; Charles (along 
with three co-workers Leon 
Sabath, Leonard Berman and 
Agenta Philipson) on the more 
bizarre charge of graverobbing 
for using fetal tissue in research. 

The indictments against 
Charles and his colleagues are 
linked to an article published in 
the respected New England 
Journal of Medicine which came 
to public attention last summer. 
The report written by Dr. 
Charles, described an experi- 
ment at Boston City Hospital to 
determine whether a new 
penicillin derivative, clin- 
damycin, if injected into a preg- 
nant woman would reach the 
fetus in concentrations high 
enough to prevent syphilis in 
newborns. Clindamycin levels 
were tested by drawing samples 
of fetal blood and examining 
various tissues. According to Dr. 
James Penza, acting Ob/Gyn 
director, the fetuses used in the 
experiment at the hospital were 
not alive. 

The article touched off an in- 
vestigation by the District At- 
torney’s Office into fetal ex- 
perimentation at BCH — and 
the Edelin indictment came 
about by accident. 

The DA’s investigators in ex- 
amining records of patients in- 


volved in the Charles experi- 
ment, discovered the existence of 
two fetuses in the pathology 
department that had not been 
disposed of. The issue apparent- 
ly is whether Dr. Edelin made all 
possible attempts to keep one of 
the fetuses alive. 

Speculation has been that 
District Attorney Garrett Byrne, 
up for re-election this fall, 
engineered the investigation 
against Charles and colleagues 
and unearthed the charge 
against Edelin for political gain. 


Byrne’s office has hotly denied - 


the suggestion. 

Whatever the reasons for the 
indictments, the controversy is 
sure to have an effect on the 
ability of women to obtain abor- 
tions and on the future of a wide 
range of medical research 
programs. Already there have 
been some repercussions. 

@ On March 10, on Dr. Penza’s 
directive, abortions officially 
were halted at Boston City 
Hospital. Actually, the number 
had been halved as far back as 
January, when the medical com- 
munity became aware of the 
ongoing investigations. Also, just 


last week, plans for a $98,000 
abortion clinic at BCH were 
scrapped, reportedly because the 
Department of Health and 
Hospitals, the regulatory agency 
for City Hospital, feared that it 
could not be staffed adequately. 
Penza, as one of those who drew 
up the blueprints for the clinic, 
denies this. “I certainly wasn’t 
going to propose a thing of such 
grand scale without having peo- 
ple to staff it,” he said. 

While City Hospital never did 
the bulk of Boston’s abortions, it 
did provide a service for indigent 
women, and the clinic would 
have contributed still a better 
one. As it is, there are few 
enough facilities that will do 
abrotions cheaply. Even for the 
fairly simple first trimester abor- 
tion at the outpatient clinic 
Preterm, for example, the cost is 
$150 with the downpayment re- 
quired in full. Later abortions 
without complications, which 
can be performed only in a 
hospital, can go as high as $600, 
as at Beth Israel, and again a 
downpayment is often necessary. 
The charges are clearly 
prohibitive for women without 


third party coverage, either 
Medicaid or insurance, and even 
that sometimes is not sufficient. 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield Master 
Medical will pay for medically 
approved abortions, but is “‘ar- 
bitrary and inconsistent’”’ in 
deciding what is or is not 
medically approved, according 
to Pam Lowry of the Pregnancy 
Counselling Service. 

® Doctors engaged in fetal 
research have been shocked into 
mute silence by the indictments, 
and some may have suspended 
their experiments altogether. 
More outspoken than most, Pen- 
za declined to divulge the names 
of experimenters he knew. “I 
know of a lot of research that’s 
going on,”’ he said, “but I don’t 
want to subject others to this 
kind of harassment.” Dr. Ann 
Barnes, one of the few physicians 
at Massachusetts General 
Hospital who is willing to do 
abortions, said that in the last 
few months, since the investiga- 
tion came to light, she hasn’t 
had the customary requests for 
fetal tissue. 

Apparently the sorts of tests 
that Charles was engaged in are 


not an unusual practice. There 
are companies which market 
aborted tissue, most of it im- 
ported from Japan and Puerto 
Rico. The Grand Island 
Biological Company in Grand 
Island, New York, for example, 
has a catalogue with a list of cell 
samples from various organs that 
can be ordered. As has been 
widely reported, fetal ex- 
perimentation was instrumental 
in the development of the polio 
vaccine, and testing being done 
currently, according to local doc- 
tors, may provide some clue into 
better cures and diagnoses for 
sickle cell anemia and cancer. 
The question raised by the 
Charles indictment is the ethics 
of extracting the tissue, and ul- 
timately that will have to be 
balanced against the importance 
of basic research for the ad- 
vancement of medical 
knowledge. 
®The five doctors, and the 
Boston medical community as 
well, are outraged that they

Greece: Eighth Year of Dictatorship

“Such is the aspect of this shore; 
Tis Greece, but living Greece no 


more!” 
Lord Byron, 
The Giaour, 1813 

““Greece now is like Greece un- 
der the German occupation, 
from 9:40 to 10:40 at night 
everyone stays home to listen to 
the B.B.C. or Radio Cologne to 
find out what’s happening inside 
the country.” 

The speaker, an American 
with long time connections in 
Greece had just returned from a 
stay of several months in Athens. 
The situation he describes is one 
of open terrorism on the part of 
the Junta and more and more 
overt manifestations of discon- 
tent from all sectors of the com- 
munity. Psychologically the 
events of the November student 
uprising at the Polytechnic in 
Athens have left their mark on 
the country. The brutal and visi- 
ble repression of the students 
and those who went to their aid 
have shocked and horrified 
fellow Greeks who, despite other 
rigors, have always had a tradi- 
tion of nonviolence in politics. 

The government figures for 
wounded and dead over that tur- 


bulent weekend is at the most a 
few score; the reality as it is 
slowly compiled through unof- 
ficial sources of ‘the physicians 
and private person who helped 
shelter the wounded and dying is 
something closer to 200 to 500 
dead. Eyewitness accounts on 
the first evening of the takeover 
report firing from the buildings 
adjacent to the Polytechnic 
directed at those in the street go- 
ing to aid the students. In the 
hospitals secret service men were 
beating and taking off the 
wounded as they were brought in 
from the streets. The bodies of 
those missing since those events 
are slowly being returned in seal- 
ed coffins, or buried prior to 
notification of the family. 

The middle class, radicalized 
by the sight of such events, are 
openly saying, ““We should have 
supported the kids more strongly 
then, we’re paying for it now.” 

April 21 marked the beginning 
of the eighth year of military dic- 
tatorship for the Greeks. The 
Gizikis-Ioannides regime which 
ousted Papadopoulos in the 
wake of the November uprising 
is, by all accounts, divided into 
factions. It has proved totally in- 


effectual in combating the ram- 
pant inflation (prices are now 
rising 40 to 50 percent over the 
last six months) which it in- 
herited from the previous Junta. 
Measures are announced only to 
be contradicted and cancelled 
within the next 24 hours. Accor- 
ding to a study report prepared 
by Donald Fraser (D-Minn.) and 
released to the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee this 
February, ‘“‘none of the key 
ministers . . . seems to have the 
remotest idea of how to deal with 
the country’s economic 
problem.” Given that Greece, 
frozen in her relations with the 
European Economic Community 
because of her dictatorship, 
since 1967 has been unable to 
benefit from trade and 
arrangements with the rest of 
Europe, and that the present 
situation, where the energy crisis 
in Europe will very likely reduce 
remittances from Greek workers 
abroad and even possibly send 
them back to Greece, the 
economic outlook is very bleak 
indeed. The government now 
appears to be substantially lack- 
ing funds to meet its actual 


obligatiows. For example, the 


University this year received 
from the Ministry of Education 
money for new equipment which 
was not adequatae to pay for 
older material as yet unpaid for. 

John Pesmazoglu, former 
professor of economics at the 
University of Athens and former 
Deputy Governor of the Bank of 
Greece has said that the deficit 
in the balance of payments for 
1973 would approach $1,200 
million compared to $375 million 
average for 1971 and 1972, and 
$270 million average for 1965 and 
1966. 

But the government busies 
itself with repression rather than 
economics. The infamous intern- 
ment camp on the island of 
Yaros, closed under the 
Papadopoulos regime because of 
international protest, was quiet- 
ly reopened in December. Im- 
prisoned there now, among 
others, are Nicolaos 
Psaroudakis, editor-in-chief of 
the banned newspaper 
Christianiki, and Pavlos 
Georgious, a professor of 
mathematics at the University of 
Athens. 

The former had written after

TAY-SACHS TESTING 

The last local mass screening 
for carriers of the trait for Tay- 
Sachs disease to be held this 
Spring is scheduled for Sunday, 
May 5, from 1-5 p.m. at Temple 
Emanuel, 385 Ward Street, 
Newton. The screening is aimed 
primarily at couples of child- 
bearing age who are of Ashkenazi 
(Eastern European) Jewish 
background. 

Tay-Sachs is a fatal genetic 
disorder primarily affecting 
children of Ashkenazi descent. A 
simple blood test can identify 
carriers of the trait for this in- 
curable disease. If two carriers 
marry, each of their children has 
a one out of four chance of being 
born with the disease. Pregnan- 
cies of carrier couples can be 
monitored to determine whether 
or not a fetus is affected so these 
couples can bear only healthy, 
normal children. There is no 
charge for the blood test, but 
participants are encouraged to 
make a voluntary donation to 
support the continuation of the 
screening program.

SHELL PESTICIDE 
CANCEROUS? 


The Shell Chemical Company 
has refused to voluntarily recall 
its pesticide “Dieldrin’” despite 
mounting evidence gathered by 
the government that the 
chemical is a potent cause of 
cancer. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency reports it has presented 
evidence to Shell indicating that 
even minor residues have caused 
cancerous tumors in numerous 
laboratory animals. The E.P.A. 
then asked the Shell Oil sub- 
sidiary to voluntarily recall the 
pesticide. 

Shell replied, however, that it 
would not stop marketing 
Dieldrin, saying that any volun- 
tary recall would be tantamount 
to a plea of “guilty before the 
trial is complete.” 

Evidence gathered recently by 
the E.P.A. indicates that at least 
96 percent of all Americans have 
absorbed excessive amounts of 
Dieldrin into their bodies. What 
is particularly alarming, the 
E.P.A. reports, is that autopsy 
findings on humans indicate 
that the average person has at 
least .28 parts per million of 
Dieldrin in his or her tissue. 

The E.P.A. says that lab tests 
on animals have found that a 
Dieldrin level of just .1 parts per 
million was enough to trigger the 
growth of malignant tumors. 
This means that many people 
are walking around with at least 
three times as much Dieldrin in 
their bodies as is considered 
dangerous. 


Guns & Butter 


The E.P.A. is currently 
holding hearings on Dieldrin, 
and is considering a complete 
ban on the pesticide. 


PRIMAL SCREAM 


A new method of child birth is 
currently sweeping France, and 
will probably become popular in 
the United States within the 
next year. 

The method creating this sen- 
sation was developed by French 
Obstetrician Frederick Leboyer, 


terror of being born in this way: 
as the birth is about to occur, the 
obstetrician turns down the 
lights in the delivery room to 
avoid frightening the infant. 
The baby is then removed 
from the womb slowly and 
carefully, and is placed gently on 
the mother’s stomach where it 
feels her breathing. The baby is 
then stroked gently by a nurse, 
the umbilical cord still attached, 
for about ten minutes. The cord 
is then cut, and the child is plac- 
ed in a lukewarm bath, where it

and is based on a revolutionary 
concept in child delivery — 
gentleness. 

Leboyer, in his book For Birth 
Without Violence, argues that 
the traditional method of giving 
birth today produces absolute 
panic in a newborn baby. 
Leboyer says that taking a new- 
born baby from its mother’s 
womb, exposing it to the bright 
lights of the delivery room, ¢ut- 
ting its umbilical cord and then 
spanking it until it cries is utter- 
ly terrifying to the newborn 
child. 

Leboyer believes that 
traditional births, which he calls 
violent delivery, subjects the in- 
fant to a subconscious fear of life 
that it never forgets. 

The Leboyer method of 
gentleness attempts to avoid the 


is gently carressed. The infant is 
then given to the mother who 
begins breast-feeding her child. 
Says Leboyer of the 
traditional spanking method: “I 
had participated in the births of 
7000 babies before I realized that 
the first cry that everyone is so 
pleased to hear is actually a 
frightful scream of terror.”

What do you know about the 
Spanish-speaking population of 
Boston? A new 30-minute weekly 
radio show on the topic began 
last week on WBUR, 90.9 FM, 
the community service station of 
Boston University. The program 
will be aired every Tuesday at 
11:30 p.m. 

Entitled “Adelante,” it will 


feature commentary on the 
Hispanic population living in the 
area, and will be geared to the 
non-Hispanic community. 

The main objective of the 
series as expressed by its 
producer, Guillermo Artau, is to 
“enlighten and inform the target 
population about the complex- 
ities of the Spanish-speaking 
population and assist in the un- 
derstanding. and hopefully the 
appreciation of the Hispanos as a 
positive element of our society.” 

The host of the new program, 
William Zayas Sanjurjo, will 
focus on such topics of interest 
as: the reasons Hispanos come to 
the area; the identities of 
different Spanish-speaking 
groups migrating here; Hispanos 
and their music; racial composi- 
tion; religious beliefs and 
superstition; and various 
problems faced by Spanish- 
speaking residents. 


WCAS SAVED 

The fight to stop the sale of 
Cambridge’s AM radio station 
WCAS to non-profit religious 
network Family Stations, Inc. 
came to a sudden and surprising 
conclusion last Wednesday when 
the FCC in Washington an- 
nounced that the already ap- 
proved sale temporarily held off 
by an FCC stay in response to 
community protest had been 
“terminated by. way of mutual 
agreement.” 

The protest and petition cam- 
paign which has been going on 
since early February rallied 
massive community support 
against the Kaiser Broadcasting- 
Family sale on the basis of 
Family’s proposed elimination of 


-WCAS’s present music and 


public service format. It is 
assumed that the “termination 
by way of mutual agreement” 
means that Family backed down 
when faced with the prospect of 
a long and expensive legal battle 
likely to point out their past 
record of turning local stations 
into metro stations to the now 
suspicious FCC. 

WCAS programmer Rick Starr 
speculated that having won this 
round, the community protest 
groups could be assured that 
“Kaiser will have to sell to 
someone who is going to serve 
Cambridge.”” David Misch, the 
Cambridge musician who in- 
itiated the opposition campaign 
is afraid of ‘‘winning the battle 
and losing the war,” cautioning 
that the protest organization 
cannot disband until the station 
is safely in the hands of a new 
owner willing to retain the 
current WCAS format. 

There is already at least one 
local community buyer seeking 


” backing to purchase WCAS, and 


sources within Kaiser Broad- 
casting rumor that there have 
already been five or six offers on 
the station.

‘How I Became a Gunman for the IRA’

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
— Liam (that is not his real 
name) is a well-built young man 
with a thick shock of hair and a 
ready smile. He is also a member 
of the outlawed Provisonal wing 
of the Irish Republican Army, a 
man for whom planting bombs 
and shooting British soldiers is 
an everyday occupation. In a 
secret interview, earlier this 
month in a drab, cold high-rise 
flat in Belfast’s stuanchly 
Catholic New Lodge Road, Liam 
told me the story of his involve- 
ment with the IRA. 

I had requested a meeting with 
the Provisonals through a help- 
ful intermediary I met at a 
Catholic pub near the docks area 
of Belfast. The following week, 
after receiving clearance from 
the IRA’s General Headquarters 
in Dublin, I met my contacts at 
the pub, and was taken in the 
middle of the night from there to 
a “safe house” in the New Lodge 
Road. Four days later, after a 
weekend of bombing and 
shooting which left six people 
dead and millions of dollars 
worth of property destroyed, I 
left the area in an unlicensed 
“taxi” whose driver studiously 
avoided all roadblocks and 
searches, aware that I was carry- 
ing films and tapes of the IRA. 
During those four days, I inter- 
viewed Liam, a “typical” IRA 
gunman. 

Three years ago, England in- 
troduced the controversial policy 
of internment without trial in 
Northern Ireland. Hundreds of 
people, mostly political activists, 
all of them members of Ulster’s 
Roman Catholic minority, were 
arrested without specific charge 
and held indefinitely without 
trial as suspected “terrorists.” 
Liam, then only-in his mid- 
teens, was one of those arrested. 

As he tells it, “The soldiers 
kicked down the door at four 
o’clock in the morning and told 
my mother, ‘We’ve come for 
your son, just routine 
questioning.’ Outside, a soldier 
took the coat off me and told me 
he was takin’ it home for his 
girlfriend in England to say it 
was from an IRA man he had 
shot. Then he told me to lie on 
the floor of the jeep. Drivin’ 
along, three or four soldiers 
began to beat me with the butts 
of their rifles. One sergeant stood 
over me and kicked and punched 
me about the face. Another went 
to the toilet over me.” 

He took a long puff on his 
cigarette, and exhaled slowly. “I 
was brought to the barracks and 
told to run at a wall. One of the 
soldiers cocked his rifle and was 
ordered to shoot me if I started to

run. So I sat on the floor and 
refused to run and was beaten 
again. I was made to stand 
spreadeagled against a wall and 
was punched and kicked about 
the kidneys and private parts. 
Even if you didn’t know the 
answers to their questions you 
were beaten, because they just 
like to beat you, they were 
sadistic.” 

Liam spent over a year in the 
Long Kesh internment camp, a 
large prison that stands like a 
metal wart on a dreary plain 10 


miles south of Belfast. There, he 
reflected on what had happened 
both to him and to Northern 
Ireland. The non-violent civil 
rights movement of the late 
1960’s had met with violent 
repression, culminating in the 
brutality and injustice of intern- 
ment. To resist the harassment 
and violence of the prison 
guards, Liam and the other 
prisoners organized themselves 
in a military fashion, with strict 
discipline and regular drills and 
exercises. When he was released, 


it was an easy step to join the 
Provisional IRA. 

“When you join the IRA,” he 
began, ‘for the first few weeks 
you just walk about keeping an 
eye on people. If there’s anything 
simple to do, you’re asked to do 
it. You attend political lectures, 
usually given by older men 
who’ve been in the Republican 
movement for 10, 15 years. You 
read pamphlets and booklets 
about the _ politics of 
Republicanism too. This is really 
important. Ye know, it’s a wee 


bit ludicrous to send a man out 
to shoot and bomb when he has 
no understanding of what he’s 
doing it for. Men must realize 
why they're taking these risks. 
We show people the political 
policies first, get them involved 
in the political side before we 
start training them militarily. 


Basic Training 


“Basic military training is 
done here in the North. It can 
take anywhere from a couple of 
months to over a year, depending 
on what weapons are around and 
how much time we have. Now, 
there’s operations almost every 
night, so there’s not much time 
to train new volunteers. The 
training is done on submachine 
guns, high velocity rifles, pistols, 
maybe a small bit of explosives, 
blast bombs, nail bombs. Also 
tactics, intelligence, cleaning 
weapons, dumping weapons. We 
have camps throughout Ireland 
where, say, eight men go for a 
week to do hiking, shooting, tac- 
tics. Just like a regular military 
camp. No man is allowed to do 
any shooting against the British 
Army unless ‘he’s been through 
training and attended a camp.” 

“Who sets up the operations?” 

“The Operations Officer — 
‘double O’ for short — is respon- 
sible for setting up operations. 
Usually, it’s your ordinary 
volunteer who will spot 
something — a jeep having to 
stop at the same spot every mor- 
ning, for example — and he’ll go 
to the Operations Officer, who 
will in turn go to the Intelligence 
Officer, the Quartermaster and 
the O.C. (commander). They'll 
all have a look at it, and then 
give the OK. 


“There are several different 
kinds of operations. You have 
the basic one of the single shot 
snipe. Here, a man will be placed 
in a certain position, and maybe 
there will be two men out 
somewhere else. They spot a 
British foot patrol or two jeeps 
coming into his range of fire and 
the word will be sent across. At 
that point the man will take up a 
sniping position and when the 
patrol or jeeps come into position 
— bang — and he’s away. That’s 
the basic operation. Then you go 
into combinations of two 
weapons, three weapons, where 
itll take a week to set the opera- 
tion up. For example, if you 
know for sure that when a jeep 
comes over this hill it has to slow 
down, or it stops to pick up men, 
there'll be three men set into 
position and when the jeep stops, 
they’ll open up. Then you have

While inflation pushed prices 
up, permissiveness knocked 
down the fun quotient.

A Park Square, used to sell “lots 
of sexy or what were considered 


dirty items,’’ mourned 
proprietor Harold Bengin. “To- 
day most of that stuff is perfectly 
acceptable.”

Over a decade ago, a recipe for a sur- 
rogate apple pie made strictly from 
Ritz crackers (no apples) swept the 
country. Its likeness to apple pie was 
exact. Could you find and print that 
recipe? — B.L.J., Concord, N.H. 


. The ingredients and instructions for 


making the mock apple pie are on the 
side of a box of Ritz crackers. 
However, I will print them here. It is a 
good pie but it’s not real “Mom’s” ap- 
ple pie. The ingredients needed are: 

Pastry for two crust 9-inch pie, 36 Ritz 
crackers, 2 cups water, 2 cups sugar, 2 
teaspoons cream of tartar, 2 
tablespoons lemon juice, grated rind of 
one lemon, butter or margarine and 
cinnamon. Roll out bottom crust of 
pastry and fit into 9-inch pie plate. 
Break Ritz crackers coarsely into 
pastry-lined plate. Combine water, 
sugar and cream of tartar in saucepan; 
boil gently for 15 minutes. Add lemon 
juice and rind. Cool. Pour syrup over 
crackers, dot generously with butter or 
margarine and sprinkle with cin- 
namon. Cover with top crust. Trim 
and flute edges together. Cut slits in 
top crust to let steam escape. Bake in 
hot oven (425 degrees) 30-35 minutes, 
until crust is crisp and golden. Serve 
warm.

. Laws vary among different states but 


in Massachusetts each city or town 
selects a list of persons eligible for jury 
duty from among names drawn from 
census lists. All those qualified to vote 
whether registered or not may be 
prospective jurors. There are a 
number of statutory examptions such 
as elected officials and judges. A juror 
gets an average of $17 a day depending 
upon the type of case and the kind of 
jury and the ordinary basic term of 
service is one month, although it can 
vary from one day to longer than a 
month. To get other voter information 
you can call the League of Women 
Voters Voter Information Phone. You 
may phone Monday through Friday 
between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. The 
number in Boston is 357-5880. Outside 
the Boston metropolitan area callers 
should dial toll-free number 1-800- 
882-1649. 


. How long are your income tax returns 


subject to audit by the IRS? — L.H., 
Cambridge. 


. The law says your returns are subject 


to audit by the IRS for three years 
from the due date (or the filing date, if 
it’s later), assuming there is no tax 
fraud. That means that your 1971 
returns just became impossible for the 
IRS to audit by law. However, the IRS 
policy about auditing imposes a 


‘shorter deadline. That policy is that 


an audit of an individual’s return 
must be completed within 26 months 
of the due date. It isn’t an absolute 
policy and the law does give them the 
right to 36 months but if you make it 
through 26 you’re fairly safe. Unless, 
of course, you’re in the public eye like 
some people we know. 


. I heard something to the effect that 


Congress had been told that they 
couldn’t grant amnesty to draft 
evaders. What does that mean? — 
W.E., Boston. 


. What it means and it certainly isn’t 


the last word, is that the Justice 
Department informed Congress that 
according to their study, only Presi- 
dent Nixon can grant amnesty to draft 
evaders. They claim that Congress is 
powerless to do so. Deputy Assistant 
Attorney General Leon Ulman told a 
house judiciary subcommittee that all 
bills in Congress which propose 
amnesty have “serious constitutional 
defects.’”” And we know where Nixon 
stands — against amnesty. 


. I’m building a bed that will measure 8 


feet square. Will it be one of the 
biggest around?

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Pakistan Relief Funds Shunted to Saigon

NEW YORK — The Nixon 
Administration has resorted to 


“reprogramming”’ disaster relief 


funds from developing countries 
to make up at least part of what 
the Administration had promis- 
ed the Saigon regime, reports 
published here show. 

The chosen agency for diver- 
sion of the funds, in at least two 
instances, is the U.S. Agency for 
International Development 
(AID). Since January, AID has 
silently funnelled to Saigon some 
$35 million in funds Congress ap- 
proved for Pakistan flood vic- 
tims. 

According to unnamed 
“Congressional sources’ quoted 
in American Report, a national 
bi-weekly printed here, the $85 
million AID had asked for 
Pakistan was intended from the 
beginning to serve as a “slush 
fund’ for Saigon’s troubled 
economy. The newspaper also 
revealed in its April 29 issue ex- 
istence of secret document 
listing AID appropriations to 
Vietnam — along with a column 
indicating for what the specific 
AID grants would actually be 
used for. 

The government development 
agency has not. only 
“reprogrammed” funds without. 
getting Congressional approval, 
it has also committed another 
$60 million to Saigon, without 
even getting Congressional ap- 
proval. 

The sources quoted contend 
that in the case of the Pakistan 
relief money, the amount asked 
of Congress had been deliberate- 
ly inflated, with the intent of 
later slipping the cash to Saigon. 

“Pakistan,” an aide said, “was 
the sacrificial lamb, or the cover 
or guise for funds destined for 
Saigon. The White House told 


__the State Department it didn’t 
_ ¢aré how it got the funds or from 


where they. came — their only in- 
terest was that they (State) 
delivered.” 

AID officials have not denied, 
but have defended their policy. 
In testimony to the House Sub- 
committee on Foreign 
Operations, March 20, AID ad- 
ministrator Daniel Parker told 
Representatives that if Congress 
refused to grant Administration 
requests for more aid to Thieu, 
“We would simply have to con- 
tinue trying to fund the 
assistance even at the expense of 


development programs 
elsewhere in the world.” 

The promise of another $60 
million to Saigon — disclosed 
through an audit by the General 
Accounting Office — would 
probably come from develop- 
ment funds previously com- 
mitted to Colombia and In- 
donesia, AID officials said. 

AID’s assistant administrator, 
Robert Nooter, contended that 
all that is legally necessary in the 
$60 million reprogramming is 
that Congress be notified, not 
that it consent to the switch. 

Representative J. Edward 
Roush of Indiana, interviewed by 
American Report, charged that 
“it is clear the Administration is 
trying to circumvent the will of 
Congress and to give South Viet- 
nam all the money it apparently 


promised, even without the ap- 


proval of Congress. This defiance 
of Congress has become a 
trademark of the present ad- 
ministration, to the detriment of 
the nation and of its role in world 
affairs.” 

(The Nixon Administration 
has asked Congress for $504 
million to help the Thieu regime. 
Congress cut the amount to $300 
million. Nixon responded by 
asking for additional “‘emergen- 
cy” economic aid to Saigon. 
Congress approved an ‘“‘emergen- 
cy” loan of $50 million last July, 
is considering another “urgent” 
request for $54 million, and if 
those two amounts — not coun- 
ting what AID slips in on the sly 
— are added to $100 million in 
economic support from Defense 
Department expenditures within 


South Vietnam, Nixon will have 
gotten Congress to agree to his 
original asking.) 

The secret document which 
broke down how AID would 
channel economic aid to Saigon 
into military programs was un- 
earthed by Steven M. Davis, a 
former employee of the civilian- 
run U.S. government message 
center in Saigon. 

A contingency plan sent to the 
then-ambassador Ellsworth 
Bunker from the White House, 
said Davis, provided ways to 
cover up continued U.S. military 
involvement in Vietnam, and 
was prepared at the same time 
the government was publicly 
working on details of the 1973 
cease-fire. 

Davis reported that the plan 
called for continued U.S. bom- 


bing, massive support of South 
Vietnamese armed forces in 
direct contravention of the piece- 
for-piece replacement agreement 
signed in Paris, establishment of 
an elaborate military in- 
telligence network, and inclusion 
of undercover military personnel 
among civilians who would work 
in Vietnam after the cease-fire 
was effective. The White House 
plan called for infusion of 453 
military personnel among the 
projected 1,500 ‘‘civilian’’ 
employees, Davis said. 

The latest revelations cap 
several weeks of embarrassing 
disclosures about the Nixon Ad- 
ministration’s aid program to 
South Vietnam, and are ex- 
pected to trigger a new and more 
vigorous Congressional debate of 
that topic. 


Pentagon 
Finds 
Money 


The Pentagon reports it has 
“found” an extra $266 million 
which can be used to continue 


supplying U.S. military aid to [ 


Indochina. 

Just two weeks ago, Defense 
Department officials went before 
the House Armed Services 
Committee and reported they 
needed $474 million in ad- 
ditional funding in order to sup- 
port their Indochina military 
commitments. Without the fun- 
ding, said Pentagon officials, 
American support for Southeast 
Asia would have to be ter- 
minated soon. 

The House was unswayed by 
the warning and voted last week 
to deny the request. 

On Tuesday of last week, the 
Pentagon announced a surprise: 
the Defense Depgrtment said it 
had reviewed its figures and had 
discovered that funds ap- 
propriated by Congress last year 
had been temporarily lost. 

The Defense Department said 
that the $266 million which has 
been found will finance military 
operations in Indochina until the 
next fiscal year — when more 
money will be requested.

Court decision allowing abor- 
tion. Particularly for Edelin, who 
faces the most serious charge, 
the indictment was an unex- 
pected and jolting shock. 


Terribly Distraught 

“I met with Ken,” said Dr. 
Penza. “I found him terribly dis- 
traught. His soul was just 
destroyed. He just couldn’t 
believe that this had happened. 
He didn’t know why he had been 
singled out.” 

It is clear, however, why 
Edelin was singled out. By sim- 
ple mathematical probability, 
the records on fetuses he had 
handled would be easily 
available to the prosecutors since 
he had been one of the few doc- 
tors at City Hospital who had 
been performing abortions for 
some time. Others had refused to 
take them on for a variety of 
reasons. For some it was a ques- 
tion of moral conviction, but for 
most, according to several 
sources at the hospital, it was 
merely that the operation was 
considered unchallenging. 

Also, the Ob/Gyn Department 
was severaly understaffed, mak- 
ing it difficult for them to take 
on responsibilities beyond their 
regular gynecological work. 
Subsequent to Mayor White’s 
announcement a year ago last 
January that $12 million would 
be cut from the hospital budget, 
Ob/Gyn lost five patient beds 
and three resident doctors from 
its staff. As a consequence of the 
Supreme Court decision, the de- 
mand for abortions alone rose 
dramatically, from about 2 to 4a 
week to about 20 to 24. At the 
same time, the number of 
gynecology patients was also 
growing. The lack of beds meant 
a constant round robin of shif- 
ting patients from ward to ward, 
and the workload became so 
overwhelming that the residents 
were forced to be on duty every 
other night instead of the 
customary one night on, two 
nights off. The pressure caused 
two doctors to resign, neither of 
whom were replaced. Several 
nurses quit, too, out of moral 
objections to abortion. 

Finally, most of the residents 
expected that the establishment 
of the clinic was only a matter of 
time. In the interim, Edelin and 
a couple of others were taking up 
the slack. 

Time Was Right 

When Charles’ article 
appeared in the New England 
Journal of Medicine on June 7 of 


last year, the time was right for 
something like this to happen. 
The Supreme Court decision of 
January 22 had not clarified the 
legal status of the fetus and 
already there had been a 
Connecticut challenge on the 26- 
week-old date the justices set for 
viability. In May another article 
in Obstetrician Gynecologist had 
touched off a nationwide con- 
troversy on the ethics of fetal ex- 
perimentation. 

Right to Life forces in Boston, 
already active in trying to keep 
abortion clinics out of com- 
munities, picked up on Charles’ 
findings immediately, and held 
two press conferences in July 
calling for an investigation. In 
September, the City Council 
held hearings orchestrated by 
Dapper O’Neill, who exhorted 
the Attorney General, the police 
and the D.A. to look into the 
matter. Byrne simply took the 
ball from there. 

By mid-December, 
Assistant District Attorney, 
Newman Flanagan, prosecutor 
for the case, had subpoenaed a 
reported 80 records from City 
Hospital, including charts of 33 
women who had had surgical 
abortions. At about the same 
time, the investigators dis- 
covered the two dead fetuses in 
laboratory storage at the 
hospital and turned them over to 
the city’s Medical Examiner, Dr. 
George Curtis. On April 12, all 
five doctors were indicted. 

Because the grand jury in- 
vestigation and the indictments 
have been secret, it is difficult to 
sort out the specifics of the cases. 
With Charles and his colleagues, 
the 19th century graverobbing 
statute most likely was used to 
condemn blood and tissue 
sampling of dead fetuses. The 
trial will help to determine if the 
fetus actually has status as a 
person, and can be awarded the 
rights of any corpse. 

For Edelin the situation is 
more complex, though one 
crucial factor was the age of the 
fetus in question. By law in 
Massachusetts (an many other 
jurisdictions), any fetus over 20 
weeks of development is required 
to have a birth certificate filed if 
born alive, and a death cer- 
tificate if dead. This particular 
fetus was calculated by Edelin’s 
staff superior, who examined the 
mother, to be about 20 weeks 
old, but by Edelin himself, upon 
delivery, to be about 24. While 
no method is foolproof, the best 
measurement of age can be made 
by weight, and Edelin reportedly 
sent the fetus to pathology for 
the final determination. The es- 
timate there was about 22 weeks,

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Condominiums: Creaming the Rental 


Market

They began, in a timid way, in 1969. 
They soon grew and prospered, spreading 
thorugh the Back Bay and Beacon Hill, 
running up and down Comm. Ave. and 
Beacon Street. They are appearing now in 
the South End and on the Waterfront, 
and will soon crop up in Roslindale, 
Brighton, Hyde Park, and Charlestown. 

They are called condominiums and 
they are the hottest thing the real estate 
people have seen in years. 

They are so hot, says the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority (BRA), that 
the city has been plunged into a con- 
dominium “‘mini-boom.” 

They have grown from zero to 1,000 un- 
its in this city in five years and there is no 
end in sight. They are gorwing faster now, 
500 of them appearing in Boston last year 
alone, another 500 expected in the next 
year or two. 

They are sprouting madly in the sub- 
urbs, some of them planned as “total 
communities,” complete with swimming 
pools, health clubs, day care centers and 
shopping centers. 

In Boston, they have been embraced 
with open arms by virtually every name in 
the real estate industry, by City Hall and 
by many neighborhood leaders. 

“Condominiums,” says one Boston real 
estate man, “are to the Seventies what 
bowling alleys were to the Fifties. 
Everybody in real estate is jumping in.” 

“In general,’’ says BRA head Robert 
Kenney, “condominiums are viewed by 
the city as a positive phenomenon which 
should be encouraged.” 


In the Back Bay 


‘Condominium conversion,’ says 
Daniel Ahern of the Back Bay Federation 
for Community Development, “‘is the best 
thing that’s happened to the Back Bay in 
more than a generation. About ten per- 
cent of the units here are condominiums 
now, and I estimate fifty percent could be 
converted.” 

Ahern’s estimate for the Back Bay — 
where more condos are located than 
anywhere else in the city — stands an out-

side chance of materializing. A 
spokesman for the Codman Co., one of the 
New England names in the condo 
business, says that given a few good 
breaks and a “favorable’’ attitude from 
government agencies, the present rate of 
growth could continue for at least four 
years. 

In concept, condominiums are simple 
enough: they are vertical housing, one 
home stacked on another, apartment 
buildings or townhouses where there are 
no landlords and whefe each resident 
owns his own unit, pays taxes on it, takes 
care of the mortgage, and kicks in a 
monthly fee for maintenance of the com- 
mon areas. 

While Boston will soon see the con- 
struction of some spanking new con- 
dominium units, all the units currently on 
the Hub market were “converted” from 
apartments, and some 70 percent of them 
were formerly high rent apartments in the 
Back Bay and Beacon Hill. 

“Condo conversion is creaming the 
market, ”’ says Bob McKay of the non- 
profit Citizens Housing and Planning 
Association. “That is, it’s taking the best 
units off, the best apartments with high- 
income tenants.” 

Some 51 percent of the city’s con- 
dominium owners, says the BRA, make 


over $25,000 a year, while only 3 percent 
make less than $10,000. Only 3 percent of 
the city’s total population makes that 
kind of money — $25,000 or more — while 
a good 25 percent makes less than $10,- 
000. 

While the price of condo units in Boston 
varies from as little as $14,000 to as much 
as $100,000, most of the units now on the 
market ‘are going at more than $40,000. 
The $40,000 figure does not take into ac- 
count the monthly maintenance fee, 
which real estate sources say is impossible 
to pin down, and it doesn’t include taxes. 

“Back Bay condo owners divide up 
pretty neatly into three categories,”’ says 
Daniel Ahern of the Back Bay Federation. 
“You have a lot of young professionals 


_ between 25 and 35, usually with no 


children, a lot of middle-aged executives 
and a lot of retirees.” 


The EMPTY Nesters 


Citywide, BRA figures indicate that 
almost half of the condo owners fall into 
what the real estate people call the 
“empty-nester” category, couples with 
gorwn children who have left home and 
who therefore want smaller living 
quarters. 

In a city with a mayor who likes to talk 
of “livability” and who hates to an-

nounce hikes in the tax rate, con- 
dominiums and their owners are welcome. 

“The city sort of likes them for at least 
two reasons,” says Dan Polvere of the 
Rent Control Administration. “First, they 
promote stability in tenancy and greater 
care of buildings and second, they in- 
crease the tax base.” 

To encourage condo conversions, the 
city has announced it will tax condo units 
at about 26 percent of their value, a low 
rate. But with the cost of conversion tack- 
ed on to the property’s value under the old 
landlord, the policy nevertheless means 
more tax dollars for the city. 

Boston has its own unique reasons for 
pushing condos, according to Daniel 
Ahern. 

“Cities are usually theorized to be 
places of business first and residence 
second,” says Ahern, “but that’s not the 
case in Boston. Here housing is really the 
city’s main business, and the mayor ex- 
presses that in his slogan of livability. 

“There are more people living in down- 
town Boston on a per capita basis than in 
any other city in the country,” he says. 
“So the supply of housing has got to be 
kept up and improved.” 

The Back Bay has seen more con- 
dominium conversions than any other 
Boston neighborhood, with 500 condo un- 
its now out of a supply of 8,000 housing 
units in that neighborhood and with 400 
more in the works, according to Ahern. As 
one of the chief proponents of the trend, 
Ahern speaks glowingly of its effects. 

“Tt means a whole new resettlement of 
the Back Bay,” he says. “The family pop- 
ulation has been decreasing here since the 
turn of the century, and this has reversed 
it. The local school has an increasing 
enrollment for the first time in years.” 

Ahern says few condo owners here have 
run into the sort of problems encountered 
by buyers in the Florida boom of the Six- 
ties. There, developers saddled buyers 
with longterm contracts for managing the 
property and often tacked on heavy 
“recreational” fees even if the buyers

weren't about to use the swimming pool; 
here, the longest management contract, 
with rare exception, runs about two years 
and there are few swimming pools to 
worry about. 


Self-Management 


“In the ordinary condo,” says Ahern, 
“you find lawyers, doctors and real estate 
people and often they handle the manage- 
ment themselves.” 

And even though BRA figures indicate 
that only 30 percent of the tenants in a 
building are likely to buy in once it is con- 
verted, both City Hall and the real estate 
industry claim there have been few cases 
causing real hardship. 

“TI don’t think,”’ says Jay Grossman of 
the Codman Co., “that high-income peo- 
ple and hardship are two words that can 
be used in the same sentence.” 

“You can’t get too excited,” says Dan 
Polvere of the Boston Rent Control Ad- 
ministration, ‘‘when an entrepeneur 
wants to sell apartments overlooking the 
Charles that he’s been renting at $400 a 
month.” 

But while conceding that the condo 
boom to date has not eaten into the supp- 
ly of low and moderate housing, there are 
those who feel the trend may soon lead to 
major problems. 


Problems to Come 


“In the next couple of year after the 
cream of the rental crop is sold, you’re go- 
ing to find some shoddy renovation,” says 
Stuart Robbins, manager of the Back 
Bay-Beacon Hill City Hall. “If I were to 
counsel people on the pros and cons on 
this, I'd say, ahead, but make sure you’re 
dealing with a reputable firm and check 
some of their other work first.” 

And check the financial figures careful- 
ly. The real estate people are remarkably 
tight-lipped about the profitability of 
conversions, preferring to emphasize the 
line that in these days of rent control, 
soaring taxes and overwhelming 
maintenance costs, many landlords are 
overjoyed to unload their properties. 

The acceptable profit figure, according 
to figures provided by the industry to the 
Citizens Housing and Planning Associa- 
tion, is between 10 to 15 percent on the 
sale price of each unit. That figure was 
confirmed by Jay Grossman of the Cod- 
man Co., who termed it “an average on 
the national market,” but flatly disputed 
by a Boston real estate man familiar with 
the conversion process. 

“Anybody who would be getting into 
this for less than 20 percent is crazy,” said 
the source. 

While across-the-board profit figures on 
conversions remain tightly held secrets; 
there is already one well-documented case 
where a real estate operator has sought 
more than a 100 percent profit on his in- 
vestment. 


Arborway Evictions 


In June of last year Irwin Cantor and 
two associates bought a complex of 121 
housing units on the Arborway near the 
Forest Hills station. The average cost per 
unit was $7;000; and Cantor and 
associates soon announced they were 
seeking to convert to condominiums, sell 
them at between $14,000 and $18,000 a 
unit, and seek across-the-board evictions. 

The Arborway Gardens complex was 
old, built as public housing for veterans 
shortly after World War II. Most of the 
residents at the time of Cantor’s 
appearance on the scene had been there 
for years, some as many as twenty. Many 
were in their sixties and living on social 
security; the average rent was $175. 

“I got four or five eviction notices in one 
week,” says one longtime tenant who ask- 


ed not to be identified. “It was a terribly 


traumatic time; frightening. Cantor never 
left you alone for one week.” 

About 30 to 40 families fled after the 
first wave of eviction notices before the 
Rent Control Administration announced 
it would not permit wholesale evictions in 
cases where less than half of the present 
tenants wanted to buy in. 

It was a short-lived policy. Cantor 
appealed the decision to Housing Court 
Judge Paul Garrity, who found the 50 per- 
cent requirement too tough. An agree- 
ment was worked out; an agreement 
which essentially means that after a 
bonafide sale of a particular unit as part 
of a condo conversion, the new owner can 
seek to evict the present tenant and get 
his way. 

But the eviction process on a one by one 
basis is a lengthy one, and the city hopes 
it will prove to be a sufficient roadblock to 
unscrupulous landlords. 

“The city is in a bind,” says Rent Con- 
trol Administrator John Grace. “On the 
one hand, it likes condominiums, and on 
the other, it doesn’t like to dispossess peo- 
ple of the places they live in. 

“T think there’s a message in our stance 
to developers,” said Grace. “It is more 
economically feasible to work amicably 
with the present tenants. 

“If there’s more Arborway stuff then 
the rent control statute has to be . 
changed,” he said. “But I think Arborway 
was an aberration. I think he (Cantor) is 
going to lose his shirt.” 

That belief does little to ease the fear of 
the remaining tenants in the half- 
deserted Arborway, who must fight their 
evictions one by one and who have no 
right to relocation assistance. 

City officials, including Grace and Dan 
Polvere of the Rent Control Administra- 
tion and Kent Colton of the BRA, have 
discussed the possibility of requiring 
developers-to make a relocation payment 
to displaced tenants. 

“We decided at this point not to write it 
in as a regulation,” says Colton. “It 
becomes a bureaucratic problem.” ‘ 

“Relocation becomes difficult, because 
you either mean it or you don’t,” says 
Grace of the Rent Board. “If you mean it, 
you mean a comparable unit in the same 
neighborhood.” 

At the moment the city doesn’t mean 
it, and the situation is about the same in 
neighboring Cambridge and Brookline. 

In Cambridge there are apparently no 
official figures on the number of con- 
dominium units, but real estate sources 
estimate there are around 17 
developments there with about 200 units. 
The Rent Board says it has no policy on 
condominium evictions. 

Brookline has such a policy, a fairly 
tough one, which prohibits landlords from 
obtaining any condo-related evictions but 
which allows new owners to get them after 
a sale agreement and the filing of a deed 
covering the unit. (That policy remains in 
effect, despite an adverse court ruling last 
week on one of the rent board’s old 
policies.) 

Roger Lipson of Brookline’s Rent Con- 
trol Administration puts the con- 
dominium figure there at about 200 units 
in 7 developments. 

With the haphazard framework of con- 
flicting policies in Boston and other 
Massachusetts cities, the only real hope 
for tenant protection from condominium 
evictions in the future has to come from 
the State House. 

It will not happen this year. A strong 
anti-eviction bill written by Sen. Jack 
Backman (D-Brookline) was before the 
legislature’s local affairs committee unit 
last week. 

But when the committee decided to 
send all rent control bills into study for 
the rest of the year, in order to avoid any 
election-year controversy, Backman’s bill 
went along. It won’t surface until 
December and even then, say State House 
sources, it stands no chance.

the Boston Police Dept.

A proverb of uncertain origin 
promises that if- you go far 
enough to the political Left you 
merge with the Right, and the 
road back is simply another loop 
on the grand circle. That 
proposition is booked for a rare 
validation hearing at 10 a.m. 
Tuesday in Boston City Council 
Chambers when Councilor 
“Dapper” O’Neill opens a hear- 
ing on CIA infiltration of the 
Boston Police, a probe into the 
backgrounds of key figures in the 
new reform police administra- 
tion. 

Booked for the premiere are 
two of the oddest bedfellows ever 
to trill the same song. From the 
Right, there will be the ultra- 
conservative Boston Police 
Patrolmen’s Association (BPPA) 
who dally with the John Birch 
Society vision of the “liberals” 
engineering a Commie takeover. 
And from the Left, there will 
be the National Caucus of Labor 
Committees (NCLC), a proto- 
Marxist group which is trying to 


Boston) from a Rockefeller-CIA 
putsch so that they can rule it 
properly after their revolution 
within “three to five years.” 

O’Neill, who has been the 
BPPA’s leading spokesman in ci- 
ty government, entered the order 
for the hearing three weeks ago 
as another sally in the guerrilla 
war he and the BPPA have been 
waging against Police Com- 
missioner Robert diGrazia’s 
attempt to drag the department 
kicking and screaming into the 
19th century and clean out some 
of the blatant corruption. 

In fairness, the BPPA’s 
resistance may well be to the 
manner of reform as much as to 
effect, but the fact is the 
patrolmen’s group has been on 
the defensive since the new Com- 
missioner was brought in from 
Missouri in Nov. 1972. And none 
of the diGrazia tactics has irked 
the BPPA more than the general 
shake-up of the department 
hierarchy and the importation of 
civilian officials from outside the 
department to oversee 


operations. 

When Mayor White began 
seeking a new police com- 
missioner, he imported Deputy 
Mayor Robert Kiley from the 
Ford-Foundation-funded _ Police 
Foundation to direct the search. 
Kiley was a Mr. Clean as far as 
dirty money, but with .a 
shadowy past in the spook 
business. As a president of the 
National Student Association in 
the 60s, Kiley had accepted CIA 
money and allowed the NSA to 
be used as a front. After his 
tenure, he joined the CIA, and 
managed the NSA infiltration 
project. After that was brought 
out in a 1967 press expose, he 
disappeared for a while, then re- 
emerged as special assistant to 
CIA director Richard Helms. He 
moved from that post to the 
Police Foundation and then to 
Boston City Hall. 

As in most new unions, the 
BPPA was as outspoken in its 
politics as in its contract 
squabbles. And Boston’s unique 
situation of having the majority 


of the patrol officers nearing 
retirement (the oldest police 
roster in the nation) combined 
with the profession’s law-n-order 
conservativism to produce an 
unusually reactionary voice in 
the BPPA. Politics then blended 
with simple fear of the reformers 
to make White-Kiley-diGrazia 
and their agents in the depart- 
ment the mortal enemies of the 
BPPA. 

The key civilian staff 
assistants to diGrazia, the 
reform department hierarchy, 
are Garry Hayes (operations), 
Mark Furstenburg (planning 
and research), Philip Marx (ad- 
ministration) and Robert 
Wasserman (recruit training and 
in-service education). Marx 
came with diGrazia from the 
suburban St. Louis County 
police department, but the 
others are all veterans of Kiley’s 
Police Foundation. 

With the patrolmen and 
superior officers having to bow 
and obey the Kiley-diGrazia 
civilians, with the 911-box cor- 


ruption drive, with the wholesale 
demotions and _ forced 
resignations of many middle and 
top echelon officers, “‘It’s just not 
the same old department,” 
moans the councilor. “The 
morale is gone.’ 

Enter the National Caucus of 
Labor Committees—although 
how is a matter of some dispute 
right now. The NCLC is a 
fringe radical group that has 
emerged only in the last year, 
devoted to a “Marxist messiah” 
who calls himself Lyn Marcus 
(see Phoenix, Jan. 29) and with 
one of the truly all-inclusive con- 
spiracy theories. Not only is the 
Rockefeller CIA behind Kiley 
and the Boston Police, they also 
control the Russian KGB, the 
SLA Hearst kidnappers, all 
facets of American government, 
all international organizations, 
the “notorious Boston Globe,,” 
the British government, “Boston 
CIA radical rag, The Real 
Paper.”

the November uprising, “The 
tyrant has fallen, time now for 
tyranny to disappear,” and was 
picked up the day after that arti- 
cle was published. 


Professor Georgiou, who refus- 


ed his students permission to 


discuss politics in his classroom 
was nonetheless accused by an 
agent provacateur of being sym- 
pathetic to the students and was 
summarily imprisoned as an ex- 
ample to the faculty. 


In other government attempts 
to discourage resistance to the 
regime, students have found 
their names stricken secretly 
from the student roll, have had 
their military deferments 


cancelled and have been arrested 
without trial, roughed up and 
held for as long as a month 
before release. But despite the 
pattern of intimidation and 
arrest, resistance continues. This 
March the government closed 
down eight nightclubs in the 
Plaka, a poor section of Athens, 
at the foot of the Acropolis. It 
was here that people were 
gathering to sing the songs of the 
well-known musican in exile 
Mikos Theodorakis. One song in 
particular, “Jt Was On Friday 
They Killed Christ,”’ was always 
sung to thunderous applause 
because the November uprising 
began on a Friday. Although the 
streets of the Plaka were swar- 
ming with plainclothesmen who 
were arresting students as they 
came out of the nightclubs, they 
nevertheless continued to flock 
there night after night challeng- 
ing the displeasure of the regime. 


But the students cannot go it 
alone. They need a network and 
an organization of support. The 
government is careful to move in 
at the first signs of discontent 
among other groups. For in- 
stance, the Architects’ Associa- 
tion in elections this February 
voted in an all anti-government 
slate. Members of the board were 
visited the following day and 
told by the secret police that 
they should resign. They refused. 
A week later they were told again 
by the police. When they 
demanded some sort of notifica- 
tion of: reason it was simply 
stated, ‘“‘We are fascists, we 


don’t give reasons, we give 


orders.”” Twenty days later the 
board resigned. 

The recent imposition of a 
building tax on all constriction, 
public and private, apart from 
industry and hotels, has dealt a 
harsh blow to the building trade 


which counts half a million 
workers in its force, one of the 
largest workers’ groups in the 
country. Following the tax 
workers and engineers decided to 
call a general assembly and ask 
the leaders to turn in the 
engineers’ permits in protest and 
to launch a country-wide strike. 
As soon as the authorities learn- 


ed of the plans, however, they: 


forced the cancellation of the 
meeting. 

Since 1967 the Greek trade un- 
ion movement has been shackled 
by laws and decrees forbidding it 
the right to organize, to strike, to 
collectively bargain, and to elect 
its own leaders. The current 
Government-appointed head of 
the General Confederation of 
Greek workers was a union 
leader during the Karamanlis 
administration and during the 
German occupation. (N.Y. 
Times, 2.11.74) 


U.S. Policy and Greece 


On December 4; 1973, the 
United States resumed full 
diplomatic contacts with the 
Gizikis-Ioannides regime, 
thereby maintaining the policies 
pursued over the past seven 
years. In the Fraser report, en- 
titled ‘Controlling the Damage: 
U.S. Policy Options for Greece,” 
these policies are bluntly called 

. the classic example of the 
consequences of military 
predominance in American 
foreign policy.’’ The report 
signals that a renewal of “large- 
scale civil conflict is one of the 
real possibilities” for Greece to- 
day, and it stresses that U.S.

RENT CONTROL. 
UNDECIDED 

The Legislature effectively 
tabled all rent control bills last 
week when the Local Affairs 
Committee voted to study the 
state’s local option rent control 
law after the session ends. Accor- 
ding to House Chairman Donald 
Gaudette (D-New Bedford) 
House Speaker David M. 
Bartley has promised money for 
a complete study of the subject. 

The state Rent Control Task 
Force, a coalition of 16 tenants’ 
groups called the non-decision 
“the coward’s way to kill rent 
control.” 

The fear among tenants is thaf 
the present law which expires 
next April 1 will not be renewed 
or reviewed by the Legislature 
until after that date, allowing 
chaos to reign in the interim. 

An attempt was made by Rep. 
John A. Businger (D-Brookline) 
and Sen. Arthur J. Lewis Jr. (D- 
Jamaica Plain) to extend the 
present law for a year to allow 
the completion of the study 
while allaying tenants’ fears but 
they were voted down.

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Dick Nixon’s Jewish Problem 


By Sid Blumenthal 

The tapes that President Nix- 
on so jealously guards apparent- 
ly contain more than just the 
secrets of White House politics: 
they reveal the real Nixon. His 
private personality is 
documented without benefit of 
rehearsal. 

Investigators who heard many 
of the tapes were appalled by the 
foul language and frequent racial 
epithets uttered by President 
Nixon, according to Time 
magazine (April 22) and the 
Village Voice (April 11). Time 
reported that the President’s 
“highly personal comments in- 
clude flecks of anti-Semitism.” 
Alexander Cockburn of the Voice 
provided an example of a fleck: 
“Jewboy.” 

Traditionally anti-Semitism 
has served as an explanatory 


myth, a false but systematic ac- 
count of politics and economics. 
Whether Jews rank in Nixon’s 
mind along with Communists 
and the press as perpetual an- 
tagonists with devious powers is 
unclear. Defining the symbol of 
the Jew in Nixon’s unconscious 
is ultimately an unproductive 
guessing game. His support of 
Israel seems to be genuine. 
However, this is not based on 
any concern for Jews (except 
their votes) but on the re- 
quirements of American 
realpolitik. 

But are Nixon’s offhanded 
comments more than the usual 
sleazy and tacky style? Anti- 
Semitism has not been a preoc- 
cupation of the administration. 
It is simply a fact that emerges 
in the ruthlessly pragmatic 


operation that surrounds the 
President. Nixon has openly 
courted anti-Semitic emigre 
groups. tolerated the presence of 
Nazi exiles on the Republican 
National Committee and hired 
the former head of an anti- 
Semitic organization as a key 
White. House aide. Also the 
Committee to Re-elect the Presi- 
dent (CRP) directly hired 20 
American Nazis and secretly 
paid them $10,000 from funds 
collected by Maurice Stans. Nix- 
on’s taped expression of pre- 
judice has been preceded by 
greater insensitivities.

When Presidential adviser 
Richard Moore appeared before 
the Senate committee in- 
vestigating Watergate on July 
12, 1973, to deny John Dean’s 


assertion that the President 
knew about the cover-up it 
almost seemed unkind to put dif- 
ficult questions to him. Moore 
was a nice old gent, white-haired 
and gentle, if a bit forgetful. But 
if Moore could not remember 
certain key details from the past, 
neither could the Democrats. 
Moore was the executive direc- 
tor of the America First Com- 
mittee, which was disbanded im- 
mediately after Pearl Harbor. 
America Firsters actively op- 
posed lend lease to Britain and 
the Soviet Union and supported 
Nazi claims to all of continental 
Europe and half of Southern 
America, if that became 
necessary. Dr. Pau] Joseph 
Goebbels, the Nazi Minister of 
Propaganda, declared on 
January 22, 1941, “The America

The Firsters blamed the war 
danger to the United States in 
1941 on the British, the Jews and 
the Roosevelt administration. 
Even conservative groups found 
this message distasteful. The 
American Legion in California 
branded the America First Com- 
mittee sympathetic to the Nazis 
and potentially traitorous. This 
judgement was not proven 
wrong; during the war four top 
Committee leaders were jailed as 
paid Nazi agents and another 
was jailed as a Japanese agent. 
Moore himself was not just a 
member in the ranks. He was the 
organization’s chief coordinator 
and main bureaucrat. 

As a White House aide he has 
been one of the Nixon “image 
men.” Moore’s specialty is ad- 
ding humorous lines to Nixon 
speeches. This flair was early 
evidenced when he was editor of 
The Yale Daily News in the thir- 
ties. He once devoted a whole 
issue of the paper to a spoof 
about how the university was 
Communist dominated. 

Moore was followed in the 
hearings by John Erlichman and 
H.R. Haldeman, both employing 
the,same wily attorney, John J. 
Wilson, best remembered for 
calling Senator Daniel Inouye 
“that little Jap.” Wilson also has 
held two conferences with Presi- 
dent Nixon to discuss his clients’ 
case. Among Wilson’s other 
clients are Senator Barry 
Goldwater, the National Rifle 
Association and Interhandel, a 
Swiss based corporation owned 
by General Anline and Film Cor- 
poration, which, in turn, is con- 
trolled by I.G. Farben. During 
World War II, Interhandel was 
seized by the United States 
government because of its 
relationship to I.G. Farben, the 
German chemical cartel that 
supplied the gas for Nazi exter- 
mination chambers. Twenty 
years after the action against 
Interhandel, Wilson won a 
favorable court decision for the 
company. 

Grand Old Party 

In late 1971 President Nixon 
invited Dr. Joseph Pauco, a 
prominent Republican Party ad- 
viser, to the White House for a 
prayer session. Pauco was a pro- 
Nazi in Slovakia in World War II 
and still makes occassional 
public statements honoring the 
memory of Joseph Tiso, the Nazi 
puppet leader of Slovakia. After 
this fact was disclosed by colum- 
nist Jack Anderson, Pauco was 
dismissed from his GOP post, 
although he was quickly given a 
job in the Small Business Ad- 
ministration in Pennsylvania. 
Anderson reported several other 
incidents demonstrating Nixon’s 
flirtation with former Nazis and 
anti-Semites. Both President 
Nixon and Vice President Agnew 
sent tributes to Geno 
Szebedinsky, editor of the 
Hungarian language newspaper, 
Magyarsag, which is blatantly 
anti-Semitic. Nixon wrote 
Szebedinsky that his 
“distinguished career... is well 
known to me” and has never 
repudiated his letter. 

Ivan Docheff, a leader of the 
National Legion in Bulgaria dur- 
ing World War II, was also a 
guest at the White House. The 
Bulgarian National Committee 
in Washington, D.C. 
characterizes the National 
Legion as “fascist”. Docheff has 
admitted he belonged to it but 
claimed it was “100 percent anti- 
Communist, not pro-Nazi.” 

Perhaps the most important 
political figure among the right 
wing emigres is Laszlo Pasztor, 
chairman of the National 
Republican Party Heritage 
Groups Council. As a youth in 
Hungary, Pasztor belonged to 
the youth branch of the Arrow 
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Cross Party, a group which was 
the extreme right wing of the 
fascist movement in Hungary. 
When the fascist government of 
Hungary failed to cooperate with 
every demand of their Nazi 
allies, Hitler’s SS sponsored a 
successful Arrow Cross coup, in- 
stalling a regime that was totally 
compliant, particularly in carry- 
ing out the Final Solution of 
Hungarian Jewry. When the 
trains to Auschwitz were stopped 
by the advance of the Soviet Red 
Army, the Arrow Cross regime 
forced Jews to march to the 
death camp. Pasztor was then 
serving as a junior diplomat in 
Berlin, representing this govern- 
ment. He has denied that he 
took part in anti-Semitic ac- 
tivities. I managed to reach 
Pasztor at his office in the 
Washington, D.C., headquarters 
of the Republican Party. He told 
me that he is still the head of the 
GOP ethnic groups and that he 
also sits on the executive com- 
mittee of the Republican Party. 
During the 1972 campaign Pasz- 
tor led the Heritage Groups for 
the Re-election of the President. 
He stated that although the 
group was not officially con- 
nected to the Committee for the 
Reelection of the President its of- 
fice was located in the same 
building. Pasztor looks forward 
to an active role in the upcoming 
1974 electoral races. He men- 
tioned that his group will devote 
special attention’ in 
Massachusetts to defeating 
Gerry Studds, the Democratic 
congressman from the South 
Shore and Cape Cod. 


The Republican functionary 
who carried out the firing of Dr. 
Joseph Pauco, Lyn Nofziger, 
former press secretary to Ronald 
Reagan, was the conduit for 


“money from CRP to the 


American Nazi Party. In Oc- 
tober, 1971, John Mitchell, Jeb 
Stuart Magruder, Robert 
Walters, a former top aide to 
George Wallace in his 1968 
Presidential campaign, and 
Glenn Parker, a Walters assis- 
tant and a member of the 
National Socialist White 
People’s Party, met in a room in 
the Los Angeles Hilton Hotel. 
Mitcheli argued that a Harris 
poll showed that in a Nixon- 
Muskie contest without Wallace, 
four-fifths of the Wallace vote 
would go to Nixon. An arrange- 
ment was worked out to transfer 


the Wallace votes. Walters and- 


Parker knew just the man to ap- 
proach, Joseph Tomassi, self- 
styled ‘“‘fuhrer” of the Southern 
California American Nazi Party, 
who resided in a swastika- 
decorated house in El Monte. 
The two men paid a visit to 
Tomassi and a deal was made for 
him to provde 20 of his storm- 
troopers as voter-registrars for 
$10,000 cash. Nofziger promptly 
provided the money from the 
CRP coffers and the Nazis went 
door-to-door re-registering 
American Independent Party 
voters as Republicans, to shift 
the vote from Wallace to Nixon. 
When these facts were exposed 
in the Washington Post, Nof- 
ziger said, “As far as I’m con- 
cerned it was legal, moral, good 
politics, and I’d do it again.” 
This operation possibly may 
have been part of the ultimate 
dirty trick, the elimination of 
George Wallace from the 1972 
contest. Carl Bernstein and Bob 
Woodward, in their forthcoming 
book, All The President’s Men, 
suggest that the assassination 
attempt on Wallace may have 
been a CRP project. 

Jewish Response 

The response of Jewish leaders 
to the allegations about the con- 
tents of the White House tapes 
ranged from orthodox faith in 
Nixon to conservative non- 
committal statements to calls for 
reform. 

One Jewish spokesman who is 
unwavering in his support of the 
President is Rabbi Baruch Korff 
of Boston, chairman of the 
National Committee for Fairness

to the President. At first, Rabbi 
Korff was reluctant to respond, 
but he opened up and gave a 
brief, charming speech, 
highlighted by a parable and 
Biblical references: 

“The President is one of the 
greatest Presidents in the 20th 
century. If you were to scrutinize 
every man or woman and record 
every remark or reference in un- 
guarded moments you would 
have to charge every Jew with 


being anti-Christian and every 
Christian with being anti-Jew. 
In every ethnic group you will 
find a remark here or there. Still 
I would aay that every rumor 
about the President is un- 
founded. 

“Tt reminds me of the story of 
when President Nixon went to 
the newsroom of the White 
House. He told the reporters, ‘I 
have a terrific story if you will 


follow me.’ The President takes 


them to the Potomac River, 
walks across it and gets into a car 
on the other side and drives 
away. The next day the 
Washington Post printed a story 
with a headline that read — 
‘President Cannot Swim.’ 

“Why don’t you quote me on 
that story. Let me add one 
postscript — those who pursue 
the President will suffer the 
same fate that those who pur- 
sued Moses to the Red Sea suf- 
fered. You know what 
happened? The sea closed in on 
them and they were drowned. 
My faith in the President is un- 
daunted.” 

Hyman Bookbinder, the 
Washington representative of 
the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, offered these comments 
about the tapes, “I do not have 
information that goes beyond 
speculation. I could understand 
the reluctance of the ad- 
ministration to have that known. 
I hope it isn’t true. If it is, we’ll 
have to ponder over it. We have 
no quarrel over their commit- 


ment to support Israel. We know 
there is carelessness among ad- 
ministration figures about 
Jewish questions.” 

Herman Brown, director of the 
Boston Jewish Community 
Council, said, “What can I say? I 
would deplore it if it is true. I 
can’t believe that it is. I have not 
heard about it. This is not per- 
colating in the Jewish com- 
munity.” 

Rabbi Albert Axelrad, Jewish 
chaplain of Brandeis University 
and a longtime activist in the 
peace movement stated, “I’m 
outraged. I’m not surprised in 
the least. I’ve had the feeling 
that Nixon’s feelings are racist 
and prejudiced. I remember 
hearing some years ago that 
John Mitchell had no love of the 
Jewish people. I understand that 
his law firm never hired a single 
Jew. This should be put on the 
agenda of the Jewish com- 
munity.” 

This question is not on the 
agenda of the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith, a group 
whose purpose is the exposure 
and combatting of bigotry. A 
spokesperson at ADL’s New 
York office stated, ““We couldn’t 
care to comment until we get 
further information.” 

Once before, in 1950, the ADL 
investigated Nixon for anti- 
Semitism and exonerated him of 
any taint. In fact, some of 
Richard Nixon’s best friends 
were Jewish, like Murray 
Chotiner, who wrote the 


Checkers speech. The reason 
ADL was called in to check Nix- 
on out was the nature of the 
campaign for the California 
Senate seat that year. Nixon’s 
opponent was Helen Gahagan 
Douglas, wife of movie actor, 
Melvyn Douglas, a Jew. Nixon, 
inspired by Murray Chotiner, ac- 
cused Senator Douglas of being a 
Communist sympathizer. Ad- 
ding to the innuendo was Gerald 
L.K. Smith, the country’s most 
notorious anti-Semite, who 
brought his Christian 


. Nationalist crusade to California 


to stump for Nixon. Smith had 
one theme: “Helen Douglas is 
the wife of a Jew. You Califor- 
nians can do one thing very soon 
to further the ideals of Christian 
Nationalism, and that is not to 
send to the Senate the wife of a 
Jew.”’ Nixon, after considerable 
delay, said in Washington that 
he had not asked for Smith’s 
support. Smith continued to 
campaign for Nixon without any 
other statements from the can- 
didate about the matter. Nixon 
was plainly indifferent as long as 
it was to his advantage. 

When the tapes are released 
they may show the final new 
Richard Nixon. The evidence, 
however, would not be con- 
clusive. Enough proof already 
exists demonstrating how he em- 
braced anti-Semites (Nazis, no 
less) when it was thought to be 
expedient. The revelation of his 
true personality would merely 
confirm his political record.

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“Looks like an accountant, 
doesn’t he,” she said. “Take it 
from me, he’s the one you’re gon- 
na see in the clubs and movies in 
the afternoons. And other guys 
just like him. 

“Tt’s not Schizo Sam or Roy 
Rapist hanging around here in 
the Zone. For the most part it’s 
businessmen from State Street 
and Government Center, sitting 
in the clubs thinking about 
business or just relaxing with a 
drink. Of course, if they care to 
they can look up and see a pretty 
girl taking off her clothes, dan- 
cing for them.” 

For that very reason, crime in 
the Combat Zone often goes un- 
reported. Nice people, 
presumably, aren’t supposed to 
be there. So nice people — the 
visitors to the Combat Zone — 
don’t always put it on record 
when something nasty happens 
to them there. But some crimes 
kindled in the Zone ignite 
elsewhere. 

Beckerman allowed as how 
street-walkers habitually lure 
their customers out of the Zone 
to “transact their business.” 
And she pointed out, “If a guy is 
going to get punched up by a 
pimp it will be in Back Bay or 
some place away from the Com- 
bat Zone.” 


Local police say that because 
the area is well-lit and com- 
paratively busy late into the 
night, the chance of being mugg- 
ed in the Zone is less than it 
would be in dark alleys of 
Boston’s spiffier residential sec- 
tors. What they don’t mention is 
that the place is usually crawling 
with on or off-duty cops. 

There were no rapes reported 
in the Combat Zone in 1973. Fif- 
teen rapes were reported that 
year from Beacon Hill; 11 from 
Kenmore Square. Aggravated 
assaults, (if the assailant used a 
weapon, or if serious injuries 
result) are a different story: 39 
were reported in the Zone in ’73, 
compared with 21 on Beacon Hill 
and 37 in Kenmore Square. That 
year 808 larcenies were reported 
in the Combat Zone, 486 in Ken- 
more Square, and 205 on Beacon 
Hills Murders totalled three in 
the Zone, two on Beacon Hill, 
none in Kenmore Square. 
Robberies (including armed and 
unarmed attempts) came to 124 
in the Combat Zone, 76 on 
Beacon Hill, and 146 in Kenmore 
Square. 


Embarrassment isn’t the lone 
factor in not reporting crime. A 
study recently completed by the 
Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration found that crime 
in the nation’s five largest cities 
is more than twice as high as 
police records show. Conclusions 
drawn from that study show 
that: 34 percent of people who 
don’t report crimes believed 
nothing could be done because of 
lack of proof; 28 percent said the 
crime was not important enough; 
8 percent thought police would 
not want to be bothered; 12 per- 
cent said police weren’t 
available; two percent were 
afraid of reprisal; four percent 
considered the crime a private or 
personal matter. 

All things considered, crime in 
the Combat Zone cannot be 
adequately judged from police 
records. 

If she can’t juggle the crime 
figures to the Zone’s advantage, 
the White Knight has already 
done successful battle in some 
fields. 

“I can see the success of my 
work by something that happen- 
ed because of the Park Plaza 
plans,” Beckerman said.

KANSAS CITY — Over the 
course of their less-than- 
illustrious 72-year career the Red 
Sox have limped into towns 
before. Rarely, however, have 
they done so so literally. Figure: 
The Old Town Team had just 
dropped both games of a series 
(i.e., Clean Sweep) to the Texas 
Rangers, a club which once 
played its way — in solitude — 
regularly into the cellar of 
whatever division of the 
American League it happened to 
be playing at the time. (Neither 
of which, incidentally, included 
the old, pre-1961 Washington 
Senators, although the Rangers’ 
PR people insist on claiming Joe 
Hardy & Co. among their 
ancestors, viz: ‘The only better 
start by the franchise was in 
1951, when the Senators were 10- 
5...” Said Senators, of course, 
became the Minnesota Twins, 


and the only connection they. 


might have had with the 
Senators who became the 
Rangers is that the current — 
though for how long no one is 
sure — PR man for the Texas 
club once served in the same 
capacity for the Griffith family’s 
ball team.) 

Also figure that the Boston 
team in question finished a game 
on Thursday night with nine 
players on the field, only one of 
whom had played the entire 1973 
season with the Red Sox. Rico 
Petrocelli and Doug Griffin re-

joined the walking wounded, 
largely because’ they 
demonstrated over the course of 
two games that neither had ex- 
actly recovered from injuries 
(hamstring and thigh muscle 
pull, respectively) they had 
allegedly overcome. Over the 
course of two games in Texas, for 
example, Rico had manned third 
base like a‘ person playing 
baseball underwater (on 
Wednesday night Davey Nelson

beat out three infield hits — half 
the total surrendered by Reggie 
Cleveland all night long — which 
would, placed end-to-end, not 
have stretched to third base.) It 
was left to him to painfully jog to 
first base on a certain extra-base 
hit the following night in what 
was still a game with the issue in 
doubt’ before he was removed 
from the lineup. For his part, 
Griffin was speeded back into 
service after a day’s rest, having 
sustained a pulled leg muscle in 
a game against Kansas City, and 
once he had (a) nearly collapsed 
in agony after going all the way 
around fouling off a Jim Bibby 
pitch on Thursday and then (b) 
beaten out, however miraculous- 
ly, an infield hit, Griffin, too, 
was removed from the fray. 

The upshot of it all is that the 
Red Sox came into Kansas City 


with the prospect of starting the 
entire series with an infield con- 
sisting of Flash Cooper, Dick 
McAuliffe, Terry Hughes, and 
Mario Guerrero, and should 
someone demurr and raise the 
name of John Kennedy, said 
name is not present because the 
odds are strong that JK will not 
be with the team when it returns 
to Boston Sunday night. Pudge 
Fisk is slated to return to action 
this weekend, and barring a very 
major surprise (major surprises 
are, of course, not to be dismiss- 
ed when dealing with Darrell 
Johnson) it is likely that 
Kennedy will be the odd man out 
this time. Johnson allowed on 
Thursday night that Hughes and 
McAuliffe would “probably” be 
tris fill-ins for the infirm 
Petrocelli and Griffin, which 
would mean that the choice of 
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who goes to Pawtucket probably 
narrowed down to Kennedy and 
Carl Yastrzemski. Unless, of 
course, Luis Tiant volunteered 
to take leave of the club, as he 
did during the game on Thurs- 
day night. In the midst of a 4-0 
losing cause, Tiant excused 
himself (‘‘He took himself out,” 
explained Johnson. ‘“‘He asked to 
come out. You'll have to ask him 
why.”), whether piqued more by 
the umpiring of Ron Luciano 
behind the plate — which visibly 
unnerved him — or by the ease 
with which the Rangers 
repeatedly stole bases is unclear. 

“Billy Martin,” explained a 
Texas writer, “likes to challenge 
opposing catchers like that.” 
That, of course, was not the case 
in this particular series. 
Montgomery’s arm was never 
tested; the Rangers stole three 
bases Thursday night without 
challenging his arm; they didn’t, 
in fact, draw so much as a throw. 

Which points up a singularly 
telling statistic that has, more 
than any other, plagued the Sox 
thus far in 74. While they have 
obviously missed, notably so on 
the road, Fisk’s bat, they have 
missed his presence behind the 
plate still more. Consider: not 
only has the opposition stolen 
twice as many bases as have the 
Red Sox, but the enemy’s 
success has been remarkable — 
the opponents have stolen, with 
ease, 16 of 20 attempts, while the 
Bostons have been good for 8 of 
17. On at least three occasions, a 
stolen base led to the winning 
run for the opposition. 


Fisk, however, will not be 
catching for quite awhile. (In 
point of fact, just thinking about 
it, were I to suffer a similar in- 
jury, you’d never get me behind 
the plate again. He will, though, 
return to action. 

Sometime this weekend, 
probably on Friday night. 

“If you’d told me back in the 
first week of Spring training,” 
said Darrell Johnson, “that we’d 
have played seventeen games 
without Carlton Fisk, missed 
Rico Petrocelli for most of the 
season, and still would have been 
only a game out of first, I’d have 
said, gladly, ‘I’ll take it.’”

It seemed, always, that the 
parts were not worthy of the 
whole, that the truest soul 
_belonged to the team and never 
the individuals.

There was Jerry Lucas, the 
cutup; he does card tricks, and 
plays alphabet games, and 
memorizes telephone books. 
There was Dollar Bill, the 
Rhodes Scholar from Princeton, 
the thinker, only passing 
through on his way to political 
glories. There was Willis Reed, 
with no identity other than Cap- 
tain.

his last game, and it is fitting. 
Rick Barry has said that if Lucas 
wants to retire, he will have to 
come out of retirement to do it. 
Reed is finished; it will surprise 
no one in the game if he is sent 
home to Louisiana in the up- 
coming expansion draft. Bradley 
mulls his future. Even if he 
decides to play one more season, 
it will surely be his last. The

94 victory over the Knicks, thus 
finishing the NBA’s Eastern 
Division final series after five 
games. It ended with Dave 
DeBusschere, for so long the 
most vital organ in the Knick 


anatomy but now wounded by a 
pulled stomach muscle, scoring 
two points, those coming on a 
tip-in basket. They will be the 
last two points he will score as a 
competitive athlete. Next year 


he will begin working on a ten- 
year, $750,000 contract to 
general manage the New York 
Nets of the ABA. But late 
Wednesday night, DeBusschere 
looked nothing at all like a man 


about to make a lot of money sit- 
ting behind a desk. The ever- 
present beer in his right hand, 
the hair matted and graying, a 
towel draped across the old legs, 
DeBusschere spoke with elo- 
quent pain about the night, and 
what it meant to him. The 
Boston fans had awarded him 
two standing ovations, one with 
seven minutes remaining, the 
other with barely more than a 
minute. 

“It was,’ he said, ‘‘very 
heartwarming, very nice, es- 
pecially coming from fans who 
are so anti-Knick.” His head 
bowed slightly, his voice 
lowered. “It was a generous 
thing.” 

He was asked, for perhaps the 
thirtieth time, if he had strong 
emotions about his last game. 

“Any human being would,” he 


said, staring at the questioner. “I - 


am extremely saddened. But I 
have been preparing myself for 
this for a long time. There is no 
shock. I have accepted it.” 

He was asked if it distressed 
him to have it all end in Boston. 

The wry grin, a glimpse of the 
normal repartee. “If I had my 
choice, I’d rather it have all end- 
ed in Milwaukee.” 

It will not end in Milwaukee 
because DeBusschere’s team- 
mates did on Wednesday night 
what they had a frightening 
tendency to do throughout the 
brief series, namely shoot poorly 
when it mattered. The Knicks 
trailed 79-80 going into the 
fourth period, and then proceed- 
ed to score exactly four points in 
the next six minutes while the 
Celtics (read: John Havlicek and 
Dave Cowens) were scoring 16. It 
was 96-83 by that time, and the 
Monster of Madison Square, so 
long a spring menace to Boston, 
was Officially dead. 

The death throes began on 
Sunday afternoon in New York, 
when the Green Meanies from 
Boston spoiled what New 
Yorkers were calling the best day 
of the year. The circumstances 
leading to the 98-91 Celtic vic- 
tory that day were virtually the 
same as Wednesday’s: Score tied 
with 9:32 left, 79-79.

Knicks 
eventually get lead back down to 
one, 92-91, but Havlicek back 
doors Pearl and takes feed from 
Cowens for layup. Someone

Boston Labor Committee 
spokesman Joe McDonough said 
the NCLC convinced Councilor 
O’Neill to hold the hearing about 
a month and a half ago when 
they met him while they were 
preaching their doctrines as a 
Dorchester anti-busing meeting. 
“He heard us talking about 
Kiley and the CIA connections 
through the LEAA (Law En- 
forcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration—the federal 
police funding program) and he 
came up and asked us what we 
knew about Kiley, diGrazia and 
all the rest of them.” 


Councilor O'Neill remembers 
it differently. He said he had 
already filed an order for the in- 
vestigation when he was ap- 
proached by the NCLC. “They 
said, ‘We see you're going to hold 
hearings.’ I said, ‘What’s it got to 
do with you?’ And they said they 
know more about Kiley, Wasser- 
man and the rest of them than 
anyone else; background. And 
they'd like to be heard.” O'Neill 
said he told them any citizen 
could testify before a public 
hearing if they had something to 
contribute.

Councilor O'Neill said he realiz- 
ed his “beliefs in government in 
the country are far from theirs” 
and made it clear to them that 
he was “not going to listen to 
them rant and rave about their 
goddman political feelings. 


“They will not bring signs in 
and they will not talk about 
fascism and Hitler and that 
stuff.’ O'Neill said he plans to 
go down the list, one two, three, 
ask what they know about who 
and send them away. (There 
seems to be a minor conflict of 
will shaping up between the 
Councilor and his star witness.) 

It was months before the 
NCLC drew attention even from 
the rad-lib community that the 
Boston Police Patrolmen’s 
Association was republishing 
John Birch Society literature in 
their monthly newspaper New 
Centurion charging. that high- 
ranking Nixon administration 
“liberals’’ and ‘‘the radical 
leadership of the great tax- 
exempt foundations’’ .were 
engaged in a “well-coordinated 
conspiracy working to convert 


the United States into a dic- 


tatorship. 

“If they (the CIA) can effec- 
tively control all major police 
departments, they will have a 
national police department,” 
argued BPPA Chairman Chester 
Brodrick last week. “It will be 
the same thing, right? And one 
thing this country can not stand, 
neither the public nor the 
policemen, is a national police 
force. 

“If they put CIA men in as 
police chiefs controlling all the 
major metropolitan police 


forces...they’ve got enough right 
there. This is something serious. 
I don’t want to wake up and find 
some morning that we’re all in 
the same group.” 


Brodrick pointed to the brief 
furor in Congress last year after 
N.Y. Congressman Edward 
Koch pressed for an investiga- 
tion of a N.Y. Times report that 
the CIA had trained N.Y. police 
in intelligence analysis techni- 
ques. Both the House Govern- 
ment Operations Committee and 
the Special Subcommittee on 
Intelligence, traditional defen- 
dants of the military-intelligence 
establishment investigated and 
issued critical reports on what 
was apparently a CIA attempt to 
bypass both the FBI and the 
LEAA and get directly involved 
in training local police. It was a 
limited program, involving no 
more that 50 policemen in 1971- 
72 from twelve city and state 
police departments, specializing 
in surveillance techniques and 
intelligence data analysis. The 
two reports, and a third from the 


GAO, forced the CIA to 
withdraw somewhat 
apologetically. 


The names of the dozen cities 
involved were never released, 
but Broderick said he believes 
Boston was one of those in- 
volved. (The Commissioner’s of- 
fice said the only contact 


between the B.P.D. and the 
CIA they know of was a visit to 
CIA headquarters in 1967 by the 
prior commissioner and a deputy 
superintendent, both now 
retired. 


“What I’m afraid of,” explain- 
ed Broderick, “is that if they’ve _ 
got New York, Detroit and 
possibly Chicago, and Boston 
too...” 


“What we can’t understand is 
why Mayor White would tie 
himself to the CIA.” he said. In 
the Boston Police Department, 
‘*Kiley is the real Com- 
missioner,” and through him the 
CIA controls the department. 
“We're not so naive to believe 
that once you’re in the CIA you 
get out when you leave...(and) 
the Police Foundation is just a 
front for the CIA.” 


The wonder and attraction of 
“fronts” and “‘puppets” in the 
big-time conspiracy theories are 
that the real connections are 
made in the mind, and that once 
made, the evidence—whatever it 
is—only buttresses belief. No 
one ever can prove they’re not 
part of a CIA-LEAA-Rockefeller- 
Ford scheme to control the 
world. But next Tuesday will 
provide a specimen laboratory 
for True Belief. Like yodelers on 
distant peaks, O’Neill’s witness 
will echo from the same point 
and then diverge.

| NEW YORK — Friday evening made 
_ up for everything. I met Dmitri Nabokov 
at his hotel suite near Lincoln Center 


where we talked for two short hours 
before joining an old classmate of his for 
~ dinner at an Italian restaurant. We 
_ parted at eleven p.m. with a strong 
_ handshake under the streetlight at 71st 


and Amsterdam and I left for the sub- 


_ way with the kind of elation only en- 
' countered at the end of a Nabokov 


novel. 

The previous Tuesday, April 16th, 
Dmitri had accepted the National 
Medal for Literature and $10,000 for his 
father at an award banquet presented 
annually by the National Book Com- 
mittee to “a living American writer for 
the excellence of his or her total con- 
tribution to the world of letters.’’ The 
presentation took place at the Great 
Hall of the New York Public Library. 
For what went down, it could have been 
the Great Hall of the Titanic. 

“You didn’t pay to attend this, did 
you?” asked a smiling young editor to 


» my right. I sat in stunned silence over 


my prime steak while some scowling, 
grandfatherly woman to my left hissed 
at us about Nabokov’s decline. I turned 
from her to him. “‘Well ... yes, I did!” I 


© challenged, regarding them both with 


incredulity. 

I’m one of the derelict devotees who 
commit whole chunks of Nabokov to

| significance of Tuesday’s event, or so I 


imagined, pledging my $35 over the 
phone for a passionate pilgrimage to 
New York. I discerned that my “in- 
vitation” was quickly bestowed and 
probably no one was beating down the 
door of the Committee for tickets. But I 
attributed this to Vladimir’s abrupt 
cancellation (to complete a novel) and 
the subsequent withdrawals of all the 
curiosity seekers, that legion of literary 
phonies, dilletantes and typists. I looked 
forward to a compact congregation of 
Nabokovian disciples. Boy, what a dope. 

The press, editors and publicists there 
were just along for the ride — this was 
just one of several functions in a three- 
day round of activities to culminate in 
Thursday’s ceremony at Alice Tully 
Hall. Grandpa tramped off angrily to 
another table while the rest of us strain- 
ed unsuccessfully to hear Dmitri’s 
Acceptance Speech in the acoustical 
void. I looked around for loyal literati: 
Barth, Bellow, Burgess, Calisher, Kazin, 
Steiner, maybe Salinger, surely Updike, 
Vidal or Vonnegut ... but no one was 
there. 

My disbelief deepened as Harrison 
Salisbury stood up as the Special Guest 
Speaker. We couldn’t hear him. Ap- 


} parently the Committee expected en- 


vironmental grandeur to compensate for 
what they couldn’t provide in 


technology or taste. Dmitri later asked

me if I’d seen the woman in beige with 
the birdwhistle who handed Salisbury a 
note which read Shed some light on 
America. I hadn’t, too conscious of some 
joke-mad, Glen Plaid huckster behind 
me loudly regaling two women with 
odious personal anecdotes. I turned to 
evil-eye him and so did a few other peo- 
ple at my table. 

One of them referred to our table as a 
“rose among thorns.’ A prominent 
publicist for a major publishing firm, he 
said he felt obliged to attend, regardless 
of the absence of representatives from 
almost every other house. ‘‘The 
National Book Awards have always been 
a masterpiece of mismanagement,” he 
confided. ‘‘You’d think after 25 years — 
for their “Silver Anniversary” — they 
could do better than this, but no.” He 
had proposed they move the whole thing 
to Carnegie Hall (‘Alice Tully Hall, 
who’s ever heard of that?”) for the 
prestige that would allow for the esteem 
they wanted. But no. 

This year three translators, two poets 
and two novelists were among the 
winners for a total of fourteen prizes in 
ten categories. The press release told us 
there were 1100 of us attending the $1,- 
000 literary-prize program administered 
by the non-profit National Book Com- 
mittee. Donors are the American 
Booksellers Association, the Association 
of American Publishers, the Children’s 
Book Council and the National Associa- 
tion of College Stores. The publicist ad- 
vised me not to go away mad but show 
up for the writer’s conferences Wednes- 
day afternoon. I slept on it and decided 
to stick around. 

The most provocative meeting was a 
session called “The Freedom to Read 
Crisis’”’ moderated by Kenneth McCor- 
mick of Doubleday. By now you've 
probably noticed factual accounts of the 
afternoon, paradoxically ommitting 
both the exigency and black humor of 
the proceedings. Following discussions 
of book banning and “white collar cen- 


sorship’’, such as the Federal Govern- 
ment killing off small magazines by rais- 
ing postal rates, McCormick stated: 
“The problem we’re up against is a 
freedom guaranteed in the 1st Amend- 
ment. We’re fighting for what we’re sup- 
posed to already have.” 

Herbert Mitgang of the Times griped 
about publishing permissiveness. “Must 
we publish everyone?” he asked after 
reciting several howlers from a new 
novel by Spiro T. Agnew, reminding us 
of our responsibility to decide whether 
such a work has “‘redeeming or any other 
social value.”” Mitgang remarked it was 
“like a free massage” finding his own 
book in a store cheek and jowl with The 
Happy Hooker and Inside Linda 
Lovelace. Which recalled the recent 
ramblings of Sally Quinn, travelling 
from newspaper to television with a 
“CBS friend hoping to get her in hard 
cover” and catching a cold en route. 
“They proposed us Deep Throat but we 
got Sore Throat. So long, Title.” Since 
now ‘“‘we’d even tolerate sex change” 
material, he proposed Joan Livingston 
Seagull. ““But remember, I said it first.” 
Audience members looked as if they 
wouldn’t be caught dead stealing it. 

Afterwards I found myself beside 
Peter S. Prescott of Newsweek at a 
cocktail reception. The Nabokov presen- 
tation? I asked. “I thought it was out- 
rageous!”’ he quipped. “I think the thing 
was boycotted. They couldn’t sell 
enough tickets — asking people like you 
and me to dress in black tie and con- 
tribute $35 to hear Harrison Salisbury 
deliver the Nabokov award?’’ Who 
should’ve? “Edmund Wilson? I don’t 
know.” I suggested John Updike. He 
shrugged. “Finally they gave me a ticket 
to attend free, to ‘wallpaper’ the event, I 
suppose. Outrageous! You know, the 
N.B.A. is just doing itself in by this kind 
of thing.”

My heart is, admittedly, a 
very difficult one to warm. I have

If this was the story of 
teacher, kids and their interac- 
tion, how could we be expected 
to care if we didn’t know 
anything about them in- 
dividually? “‘Care’”’ and ‘“‘ex- 
pected’’ were the key words here; 
there is a distinct element of 
emotional manipulation to 
Conrack, and I don’t like that 
one bit. On the other hand, I’m 
not entirely immune to such tac- 
tics, having found Jon Voight 
almost diabolically likeable in 
the title role. Anyway, I left the 
theater sorely confused. 

So just imagine how the actual 
Pat Conroy, upon whose 
memoirs the film is ostensibly 
based, must feel. Better still, 
don’t imagine it at all; take my 
word for it, because I had twenty 
minutes’ worth of coffee at the 
Ritz Conroy last month, right 
before he caught a plane back to 
Georgia. And Conroy is confused 
too. The question he’s been get- 
ting asked most frequently, he 
says, has been “‘What did you ex- 
perience, Mr. Conroy, watching 
Jon Voight on the screen?” 
Conroy’s answer is that “‘it feels 
like somebody who’s been body- 
snatched walkin’ around up 
there. 

Conroy is tall, friendly and 
ebullient, and he sounds 
astonishingly like Jon Voight 
does in the picture, even though 
the two never met before filming 
began and, according to Conroy, 
they spoke on the phone for 
“about 28 seconds’ (Voight 
made the call). Conroy even 
looks a bit like Voight (the ac- 
companying photo is a terrible 
likeness; he’s lost a lot of weight 
since then). But otherwise, the 
real Conroy’s relationship to his 
cinematic equivalent is tenuous 
indeed. Conrack lives with his 
kids on isolated, primitive 
Yamacraw Island and seems to 
love every minute of it; the real 
Conroy hated mosquitoes and 
commuted from the mainland. 
At one point in the film Conrack 
enthusiastically builds himself 
an outhouse, whereas Conroy 
says ‘plumbing is the only thing

that makes the twentieth cen- 
tury worth living in.” Conroy 
wasn’t even called ‘“‘Conrack”’ for 
very long; that was just one of 
many nicknames his kids made 
up over the course of the year. 
Conroy also got married that 
year, while Conrack remains 
goo-naturedly' celibate 
throughout the film. “Oh, you 
know Hollywood,’’ sighed 
Conroy. “They draw things very 
sharp. Like they never have you 
take a pee or anything.” 

When Conroy sold the film 
rights to his book, The Water Is 
Wide, he fully expected ‘“‘the ab- 
solutely goddam worst Disney 
version of the thing.”’ He also ex- 
pected to stay out of the film 
crew’s way, since “everybody 
knows writers and movie people 
hate each other’s ass.’’ But now, 
even though he’s pleasantly sur- 
prised by the film’s visual beau- 
ty (“they do more for those 


marshes in one shot than I did in 
a hole book’’), he’s also surprised 
at Conrack’s attitude towards 
himself. Conroy’s book placed 
equal emphasis on his “‘pep rally 
method of education” the “the 
execrable periods of self- 
righteousness that I inflict on 
those around me.”’ And his 
frankness about himself is most 
refreshing (‘I was a little bit of 
an asshole back than’’). The film 
ignores his self-doubts almost 
entirely, the better to emphasize 
his seemingly limitless 
enthusiasm. “‘Aw, Hollywood,” 
said Conroy one last time. “I just 
knew I didn’t wanna end up 
hatin’ people’s guts, or have peo- 
ple hatin’ me.” Then he ran off 
to make his plane, and I headed 
upstairs to meet Conrack’s 
purebred Hollywood contingent. 

Martin Ritt, the director, was 
talking about his reaction to 
Conroy’s book. “I laughed out 


loud, I cried, I said that’s gotta 
be a picture,” he explained, his 
tone artfully balanced between 
melodrama and candor. Harriet 
Frank, Jr., who accompanied a 
Ritt-like tone with an overly 
warm smile, observed that ‘‘Pat 
has an antic sense of humor.” As 
for the differences between 
Conroy and Conrack, she doesn’t 
“think they’re dissimilar at all 
— not in personality, really.” Ir- 
ving Ravetch, her husband, co- 
scenarist and the film’s 
producer, flashed the warmest 
smile of all, a smile full of 
wisdom and experience (the 
Ravetches are old hands at 
screenwriting, especially for 
Ritt; their previous works with 
him include Hud, Hombre and 
The Long Hot Summer).“It was 
just dramatic selection of 
detail,’’ Ravetch explained easi- 
ly. “But Pat is a terrific writer. 
The boy has an immense gift.” 


Why had the story line been 
narrowed so sharply? Where, for 
instance, was Mrs. C.? “I think 
we told a more important love 
story,” said Ritt. “So we chose to 
take the wife away — we’re pret- 
ty ruthless that way,” quipped 
Ravetch. Both Ravetches and 
Ritt talked at great length about 
the wonderful kids who’s made 
the picture possible (“they’d 
never heard of Jon Voight or 
Paul Newman, and barely even 
Sidney Poitier, but they certain- 
ly knew about Flip Wilson — 
they all wanted to audition as 
Geraldine,” chuckled Ravetch). 
As for gaining their confidence, 
Ritt explained it this way: “I’m a 
director, I know how to work 
with people.” Ravetch put it 
even more simply. “Love,” he 
said, with yet another benign 
smile. 

Ritt, who was blacklisted in

Short Films: Beyond “The Sting’’ 


By David Rosenbaum 


If you remember the Academy 
Awards show at all, you probably 
remember the streaker. You may 
also recall that The Sting was 
chosen Best Picture. If you have 
an undisciplined mind, Liza, 
Jack, and David, et al, may be 
ineluctably lodged in your con- 
sciousness. But I'll lay you odds 
that you don’t remember Frank 
Mouris, a young man in an ill- 
fitting tux, accepting his award 
for Frank Film, the best 
animated film of 1973. And even 
if you remember the award, odds 
are you’ve never seen the film. 

And I'd bet you’ve never seen 
Tub Film by Cambridge’s Mary 
Beams, winner at the Zagreb 
Animated Films Festival in 
1972. Or the Haboush Co.’s The 
Further Adventures of Uncle 
Sam, winner at the Annecy 
Festival in 1972. Or any of the 
eye-bending films of Jordan 
Belson. These are exciting films; 
films that make the vaunted 


‘the studios, 


technical sophistication of The 
Exorcist seem primitive. But 
they’re the products of in- 
dividual artists working outside 
so they’re not 
“commercial.” 

This Sunday (April 28), at the 
Boston Center for the Arts, and 
at the School of Public Com- 
munications at B.U., you will 
have a chance to see these and 
other films that extend the 
borders of cinematic art, instead 
of merely marketing those flat 
reworkings of cliches that con- 
stitute the bulk of movies today. 

At B.U., John Novak, with the 
cooperation of the Institute of 
Contemporary Art, has assembl- 


~ed a powerful and entertaining 


show for people who have been 
seeing more films but enjoying 
them less. “There are so many 
fine films that nobody has ever 
seen. We want people to know 
that these people exist — that 
these films exist.” 


Space makes it impossible to 
discuss all the films that will be 
presented, but a few must be 
mentioned. Frank Film, our 
Academy Award winner, is a 
dynamically edited collage of the 
icons of the sixties. The sound- 
track records Mouris’ thoughts 
about coming of age in that 
achingly familiar era. Frank 
Film took three years to com- 
plete, lasts ten minutes on 
screen, and is more complete 
than American Graffiti. 

Allegro Ma Troppo by Robert 
Enrico is a five-minute explosion 
that captures twenty-four hours 
in Paris. It was filmed in a style 
called “‘pixillation,”’ which is the 
making of a film through single 
frame photography. The result is 
a film of breathtaking speed that 
turns cars into tracer bullets and 
people into spastic robots. It was 
filmed at night, in color, and is 
surpassingly beautiful. 

Both the B.U. and BCA shows 


include films by Jordan Belson. 
Belson is a trip. His films are 
blinding abstractions that either 
portray the life cycle of stars, or 
document sub-atomic worlds. In 


any case, they blast the screen 
wide open and are guaranteed 
mind blowers. 

The Center Screen Film 
Society’s presentation at the 
BCA includes the seminal work 
of animator Len Lye, and 
representative films of the 
famous Zagreb School of 
animators. Zagreb animation 
combines allegory with wit, and 
politics with aesthetics. 

Luis Bunuel once wrote: “In 
none of the traditional arts is 
there such a wide gap between 
possibilities and facts as in the 
cinema.” The animated films in 
these two festivals go a long way 
toward narrowing that gap. If 
you feel that somehow The Sting 
is not the best that the cinema 
can do, try to catch these shows. 
B.U.’s presentation will screen at 
6:30 and 8:00 P.M. The BCA 
shows will start at 7:30 and 9:30 
P.M. Again, they’re both this 
Sunday night.

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JACK JOHNSON. Directed by 
William Cayton. Produced by 
Jim Jacobs.

Jack Johnson is a documen- 
tary about a black boxer at the 
turn of the century who didn’t 
take crap from anybody and 
became heavyweight champion. 
Muhammad Ali has proven ex- 
tremely unsettling to America in 
the sixties; during Jack John- 
son’s reign, the country searched 
desperately for a white cham- 
pion who could wrest the crown 
away from Johnson and take him 
out of the spotlight. Unfor- 
tunately for white America, 
Johnson was just too big and too 
fast for the unsophisticated 
white farm boys who aspired to 
‘the heavyweight crown. 

Then as now, sports events 
were tremendous media 
celebrations. Cayton and com- 


pany must have had dozens of 
hours of footage of Johnson at 
work and at play from which to 
fashion this movie. All the main 
bouts were filmed with sur- 
prising clarity, and Johnson, be- 
ing a media hound, one of the 
first superstars and black heroes, 
provided additional footage with 
easy charm and a nose for the 
newsworthy. Later, Johnson was 
to go into films in the somewhat 
humiliating role of a supporting 
ethnic character, but footage of 
the young Johnson in action 
should convince anyone that 
Jack could have had a brilliant 
Hollywood career as a star. 


Like many athlete/superstars, 
Johnson was a master of charm. 
Chuck Connors, Jim Brown, 
Johnny Weissmuller, Jack John- 
son all know how to address the 
camera to maximum effect. 
There’s no doubt Johnson was 
the best fighter of his time, but 
what comes through in this film 
is not so much his great athletic 


prowess but his incredible 
presence — his star quality. 
Surely a huge audience existed 
for a Jack Johnson cast as a 
Hollywood star, but Hollywood 
didn’t have black stars and 
Johnson was stuck with boxing 
and the media attention which it 
brought him. 

Jack Johnson is a documen- 
tary that rushes with superficial 
excitement through the events of 
Johnson’s life. Cayton does not 
preach to his audience; history is 
plain enough. The hostility and 
racism of the white establish- 
ment of that time were (and are) 
impossible to hide. 

The character of Johnson is 
created by the use of Brock 
Peters’ voice, overdubbing fight 
scenes, where the confident 
Johnson taunts his opponents. 
The Johnson philosophy (“I love 
life. I want to live life as fully as I 
can’) emerges at other times. 
For today’s audiences such sim- 
ple statements may not wash, 
but within the context of the film 


they are believable. Johnson 
didn’t write books or recite 
poetry, he just chased after life 
as best he knew how. 


The film moves with amazing 
speed, ending with a matter-of- 
fact car crash; Cayton and com- 
pany, in leaving conclusions to 
the audience, have skirted 
banality. Their subject always 
saves them from boredom, but 
they could have ventured some 
stronger interpretations along 
the way; the story doesn’t seem 
to have much depth. It looks 
more like a sports documentary 
about a great athlete which it 
may be, then a story about 
racism in America, which it sure- 
ly is. At one point, Johnson 
(Peters) says, “I love controversy 

black versus white 
heavyweight versus 
middleweight ...” that is the 
heaviest examination of racism 
in the film. 


The music by Miles Davis is 
brilliant, interacting with John- 
son’s own scintillating character 
to create a feeling of dash and 
confidence, the essence of John- 
son’s personality. This is a first- 
rate sports documentary and an 
entertaining film that could have 


had more impact had the 
producers been willing to ven- 
ture interpretations of their 
material. Even so, it is certainly 
more effective than the filmed 
dramatization of the same story, 
The Great White Hope.

THE PEDESTRIAN. Written, 
produced and directed by Max- 
imilian Schell.

The Pedestrian is the kind of 
movie you wouldn’t expect to be 
nominated for Best Foreign 
Film. It’s the story of a leading 
German citizen, head of an in- 
dustrial firm, former member of 
Parliament, benefactor of a 
museum, who may or may not 
have supervised a massacre in a 
Greek church during the Second 
World War. That’s the kind of 
subject matter that generally 
warns me away from a film, but I 
liked a great deal of The 
Pedestrian. Maximilian Schell, 
who wrote and directed it, has a 
lot of talent, and in surprising 
places. Some of the dialogue is 
excellent — it gathers power, 
like Bergman’s dialogue does —

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and the visual conception of the 
film is wondrous. (The 
photography, by Wolfgang Trei, 
is amazing: wide green trees in 
the snow look other-wordly, and 
sun-drenched rooms are shot as 
we might perceive them when 
we're a little blinded by the 
glare.) 

It is always less surprising, I 
suppose, when a fine actor turns 
out to be a fine director of actors, 
but Schell is better than I'd ex- 
pected: the performances in The 
Pedestrian are almost all ex- 
cellent, and a few of the actors 
(Gustav Rudolf Sellner, who 
plays the industrialist Giese, his 
old, exhausted mother, an aging 
actor, a professor who tries to 
bury his Nazi past) are 
marvelous. These performers 
might have worked for Renoir, 
and since at least one scene looks 
like it was directed by Renoir — 


a spontaneous recitation of the 
balcony scene from Romeo and 
Juliet — the illusion is almost 
complete 

My reservations about The 
Pedestrian may have more to do 
with the subject matter than 
with anything else. I was much 
more interested in the people 
than in Schell’s ideas about 
collective guilt, which aren’t 
original anyway, and I resented, 
finally, that Schell was using the 
film as a blackboard for those 
ideas. Also — and this may 
sound odd — Schell almost has 
too much integrity. I say 
“almost”’ because his integrity is 
one of the qualities I admire 
most in him as a director, but 
The Pedestrian is so measured 
and joyless (except for that 
Shakespearean interval) that I 
longed for something irrelevant 
and absurd to break it up. The 


Pedestrian is rather too much 
about death and destruction 
(and the sequences of exploding 
birthday cakes and traffic ac- 
cidents overemphasize this, I 
think) and too little about the 
wonderful people Schell and his 
cast worked together to create.

THE HOUSE ON 
CHELOUCHE STREET. 
Written and directed by Moshe 
Mizrahi, With: Gila Almagor, 
Shai Ophir and Michal Bat- 
Adam. At the Plaza. 


The House on Chelouche 
Street is the kind of movie you’d 
expect to be nominated for Best 
Foreign Film. Made by Moshe 
Mizrahi, who gave us J Love You 
Rosa last year (which is quite a 
bit worse), it’s a simple folk tale 
about hard-working immigrants 
in Palestine in 1946, some of 


whom join the Irgun in the fight 
against the English command. 
It’s also badly written, badly 
directed and in most cases badly 
acted; it’s even badly 
photographed, in a high 
Technicolor gloss that reminds 
one of Ross Hunter pictures. 

I don’t know how Mizrahi 
came to be a motion picture 
director; he doesn’t seem to 
know anything about structuring 
or pacing a scene, about choosing 
actors or putting them at their 
ease. One actress, Gila Almagor 
(who plays Clara, the widow 
whose son is the focal point of 
the film), has dignity and a sur- 
prising, sensuous presence — 
like Lea Massari’s — but the rest 
of the cast performs uncomfor- 
tably. Shai Ophir, who plays the 
boy, Sami, has an interesting 
face, but he has difficulty with 
his lines and even more difficulty 


with his silences. In one scene, 
witnessing a poker game that 
almost turns violent, he seems 
forzen into an inappropriate ex- 
pression of detached amuse- 
ment. 

There are those who will love 
Chelouche Street, I suppose, just 
as there were those who respond- 
ed to I Love You Rosa, which 
didn’t even have Ms. Almagor 
(though it did have the same in- 
genue, Michal Bat-Adam, with 
her Mona Lisa smile). An Israeli 
film that is even released in this 
country is for many a cause for 
celebration, but if Mizrahi is the 
only Israeli director whose 
movies are exported, there’s no 
way of knowing if the problems 
with the movie are connected to 
problems within the Israeli film 
industry. Is Moshe Mizrahi real- 
ly the best director in Israel?

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Music: Fleshing Out The Spirit

Pardon me if I wax euphoric. 
One of the rarest and highest 
pleasures the modern age can 
offer a music critic is a perfor- 
mance which improves upon the 
acclaimed recorded work of a 
group or performer. Such an un- 
expected and welcome surprise 
cuts through the routine that 
concert-going can easily become. 
Most concerts are judged en- 
joyable if the performer can 
render the best of his or her 
albums with a degree of 
enthusiasm; when the perfor- 
mance adds whole new dimen- 
sions not suggested by the 
album, the importance of a live 
performance emerges. Two such 
performances, by Bruce Springs- 
teen and Steely Dan, people 
whose most recent recorded work 
has been extolled in these pages, 
have been good enough to renew 
my faith in live music especially 
the kind which demands more 
than passivity on the part of its 
listeners. 

Springsteen’s venue was far 
more conducive to a hot musical 
night — Charlie’s Place, on Bow 
Street outside of Harvard 
Square, was filled to brimming 
with wild-eyed Springsteen ad- 
vocates and with friends of Joe 
Spadafora and the soon-to-be- 
rebuilt Joe’s Place, in whose 
benefit the performance had 
been arranged. The club fairly 
reeked of that sort of expectation 
which often incites a performer 
on the way up to play even better 
than he or anyone else imagined. 

It was apparant from the mo- 
ment he stepped onto Charlie’s 
newly created stage that 
Springsteen possesses frighten- 
ing amounts of charisma. He

almost an organic part of him) 
brought the best of his recorded 
work — “4th Of July, Asbury 
Park (Sandy),” “Kitty’s Back” 
‘‘New York Serenade,’’ 
“Rosalita’”’ — to life, but that is 
hardly the point. With a rainbow 
array of vocal and physical 
mannerisms, from his dizzying 
mania to his hushed depression, 
Springsteen controlled his 
audience. At least in _perfor- 
mance, he seems a willingly 
reckless human being, willing to 
do and be what others will not 
dare. His is a freneticism of a 
person willing to risk being a 
genius; he is living on the edge, 
and he seems to have the 
aesthetic resources to take us 
with him. 


Donald Fagen, pianist and 
lead singer for Steely Dan, is not 
quite the brujo Bruce is, but his 
decision to assume center stage, 
physically and musically, is one 
of the reasons the group put on 
such a splendid show at the 
Orpheum last week. At Oliver’s a 
year ago, the Dan were without 
focus, a colorless band that had 
recorded interesting material. 
With Fagen front and center and 
Jeff Baxter illustrating his 
titillating guitar leads with 
physical duende, the group has 
found an accessible identity. 

In addition, pains have been 
taken to flesh out the Dan’s 
sound. At the Orpheum a second 
drummer had been added, and 
two new vocalists sang behind 


. and sometimes in front of Fagen. 


The drummer, Jeff Porcaro, 
beefed up the rhythm without 
augmenting its complexity; the 
singers (Mike McDonald, who 
also played keyboards, and 
Royce Jones, who played various 
percussion instruments) gave the 
vocals a brilliant fullness. 

It was altogether obvious that 
Steely Dan, who have hit singles 
and big-selling albums, had 
finally decided to devote atten- 
tion to a real stage show. From 
the opening “Bodhisattva” to 
the closing ‘‘Reelin’ In The 
Years” the duel guitars of Jeff 
Baxter and Denny Diaz were 
meticulous and dazzling. On 
“Boston Rag” Fagen sang the 
refrain and the two new vocalists 
sang the chorus, creating visual 
and musical contrast; to end the 
song Fagen got up from his grand 
piano to conduct a full-fledged, 
two-take finale. “Ricki Don’t 
Lose That Number” was in- 
troduced by two different guitar 


solos, while the bluesy “Pretzel 
Logic” was prefaced by a rambl- 
ing classical piano cadenza. 

In the interests of variety, I 
suppose, Fagen gave up two 
vocals to Royce Jones. “Any 


Major Dude”’ was not done too 
much injustice by Jones’ round, 
soulful singing, but ‘Dirty 
Work” (given, incidentally, an 
interesting reading by Ian 
Matthews on his newest album)

was done in by cocktail lounge 
nuances and Jones’ jively 
swaggering stage presence. 
Fagen has had a long history of 
underrating his singing ability: 
the first Dan album saw someone 
named David Palmer vocalizing, 
and for a while the band toured 
with an abominable lead singer 


whose name I’ve forgotten. But it 
was clear at the Orpheum that 
Fagen has worked on his voice 
and is now consistent enough to 
take on all the lead vocal chores. 
When he does that, Steely Dan 
will finally have realized its full 
onstage potential.

Some music is too commercial 
for its own good. No one else who 
writes about music for this paper 
would touch the Eagles’ On The 
Border with a ten foot pen. It’s 
too cute, too colorless, too 
melodic for anyone with 
sophisticated hearing. The in- 
strumental work, especially the 
soloing, is heavy with cliches; 
the singing, divided between 
four people, fails to identify the 
group’s music in any way. But, 
and I’m more than a little em- 
barrassed to say this, I find 
myself listening to this collection 
of insidiously singable songs 
quite frequently. Like the best 
candy, it has no nutritional 
value, but it sure tastes good. 

The most notable songs, ““You 
Never Cry Like A Lover” and 
“The Best Of My Love” are 
engagingly emotional and 
wonderfully evoked by Don 
Henley’s gritty but sweet sing- 
ing. Bernie Leadon’s ‘‘My Man,” 
weakened by some lazy lyriciz- 
ing, is nonetheless hauntingly 
affecting, buoyed by lush har- 
monies and Leadon’s wobbly but 
honest vocal. There are, in fact, 
only two major blunders. Randy 
Meisner should not have been 
allowed to sing the lovely “Is It 
True” and Jackson Browne, 
Glenn Frey, Don Henley and 
John David Souther should 
never have been allowed to get 
together to write “James Dean.”’

Flame

There is a new mass-audience 
interest in improvised in- 
strumental music, due in large 
measure to the success of John 
McLaughlin’s . Mahavishnu 
Orchestra. This fact has not 
been lost on musicians, 
producers and record companies, 
and, in response, new bands 
have been proliferating. What 
has been lost on many of the 
taste-makers, though surely not 
the players, is that a huge and 
well-coordinated promotional ef- 
fort was central to McLaughlin’s 
success. Listeners will seek these 
new electric outfits out, but the 
recent local appearance of 
several is quite instructive: Tony 
Williams, who Polydor shows lit- 
tle interst in recording, played 
an inconspicuous week at 
Charlie’s in Cambridge; Larry 
Coryell’s Eleventh House, with 
some assistance from Vanguard, 
did a special four-nighter at 
Paul’s Mall (but the room was 
far from filled on the Wednesday 
I attended); Billy Cobham, plus 
the power of Atlantic that had 


already given him one Top 30 


album, easily filled Sanders 
Theatre at Harvard on a Sunday 
night. 

Tony Williams’ Lifetime is im- 
properly lumped with the 
Mahavishnu descendents; more 
accurately, McLaughlin’s band 
was a Tony Williams offshoot. 
The original Lifetime, with 
McLaughlin, organist Larry 
Young and (occasionally) bassist 
Jack Bruce, remains the apex of 
high-energy, improvised electric 
music. That band was marked 
by the unique, highly abstract 
voices of Williams (as both 
drummer and composer) and 
Young. Lately, however, 
Lifetime has turned into a 
rhythm and soul outfit featuring 
the vocals of Tony’s companion, 
Tequila. The singer is quite an 
engaging stage personality with 
a spunky delivery, but the need 
to write singable tunes has 
generally narrowed Tony’s com- 
posing vistas. And the in- 
strumentalists featured with the 
band at Charlie’s (another 
welcome new room for live 
music) were rarely better than 
dull; guitarist Paul Mezke had 
little drive or originality, and 


pianist David Horowitz, who 
contributed such unique syn- 
thesizer to Gill Evans’ Svengali, 
only offered the commonplace. 
Every now and then, perhaps on 
one tune per set, Tony would get 
into his dense asymmetrical 
drum phrases, spilling all over 
each other and the music. At 
those moments, he remained the 
most original and rewarding 
drummer of the last decade, but 
the moments were fleeting and 
made Tony’s coasting during the 
remainder of the evening all the 
more unfortunate. As Art Blakey 
might advise, “Play your in- 
strument!” 

The Eleventh House, Larry 
Coryell’s recently formed 
quintet, suffered from this same 
sluggishness, playing through 
much of the set I heard at a lower 
energy level than on their less 
than explosive Vanguard album. 
With the amps way up, however, 
it’s easy to sound involved. 
Coryell is a perfect example of a 
musician (Chick Corea being 
another) intent on following the 
McLaughlin model — volume is 
high for every member of the 
band, melodic lines and intricate 
durm patterns are Mahavishnu- 
derived, and, in the case of The 
Eleventh House, amplified violin 
is replaced by amplified trumpet 
(both come out sounding very 
close to the leaders’ guitars). 
That this is an accurate gauge of 
audience taste was proven when 
Coryell got one of the biggest 
hands of the set by quoting 
McLaughlin’s “You Know You 
Know.” 

As popular as this setting may 
be, it isn’t ideal for many of 
these musicians. Trumpeter 
Mike Lawrence, who recently 
replaced Randy Brecker, looped 
and echoed his fast but empty 
lines into an unpleasantly flat 
sound. Mike Mandel who can get 
a cutting guitar sound from his 
synthesizer, spent too much of 
his time dispensing later-day 
Herbie Hancock flashy funk. 
The biggest disappointment was 
drummer Alphonse Mouzon, a 
polyrhythmic menace with 
McCoy Tyner, now reduced to 
beating out two year old Billy 
Cobham licks on a kit turned 
tinny by the excessive miking. 


The evening was saved, to my 
surprise, by the leader’s guitar. I 
must admit to being less than an 
avid Coryell fan, but once he 
warmed up the guitarist turned 
in two stunning solos on his un- 
accompanied “Gratitude” and 
Mandel’s “Joy Ride.”’ Larry was 
the first musician in the late six- 
ties to enter jazz from rock’s side 
of the fence, and he has proven 
to be one of the music’s great 
eclectics, able at his best to 
weave a musical fabric from the 
full spectrum of popular scraps. 
In his intense “Joy Ride’’ solo, 
Coryell built entire improvised 
choruses from such diverse 
sources as Paul McCartney, 
Stevie Wonder, Mickey Baker 


(of Mickey and Sylvia) and Bud 
Powell. He is the compleat 
guitarist, and grateful beyond 
his solo piece; he even thanked 
the audinece for paying the 
Mall’s tab in these hard times. 

Billy Cobham was grateful 
too, thanking the house for “‘hav- 
ing us at your school” (as if 
Derek Bok had hand-engraved 
an invitation). The listeners 
responded fervently to the new 
Cobham band, quickly forget- 
ting the hour delay and a mis- 
placed opening set of country- 
folk. Billy the bandleader has 
proven a pleasant surprise: 
perhaps the most likely can- 
didate for creating a carbon copy 
of his former employer’s

orchestra, he has instead added 
three horns and a conga 
drummer, creating an octet that 
draws most heavily on straight- 
ahead blowing jazz but also mix- 
es rock, soul and Latin elements. 
Crosswinds (Atlantic SD 7300), 
the band’s first album, is a con- 
tained effort stressing shifting 
moods and ensemble balance. 
Three personnel changes have 
occured since the recording date, 
with trombonist Garnett Brown 
replaced by Glenn Ferris, George 
Duke’s piano supplanted by 
Milcho Leviev and bassist Alex 
Blake in John Williams’ spot. Re 
maining are the brothers Brecker 
on trumpet and saxes — doesn’t 
their mother let them out alone?

and Lee Pastora on congas. Most 


of these men worked in either 
Dreams or the Don Ellis 
Orchestra, and they retain the 
tight musicianship of the former 
and the brashness of the latter. 
Cobham’s tunes are fairly 
elementary riffs, but they are 
run through quickly, with most 
of the emphasis on blowing. 

In contrast to Coryell, the 
energy level on the new pieces, 
“Spanish Moss- ‘A Sound Por- 
trait’’’ and ‘‘the Pleasant 
Pheasant,” was well above the 
recorded versions. Material from 
Cobham’s first record, Spec- 
trum, benefits from three-horn 
scoring, especially the newly 
canonized Matador.” 
Mike Bracker’s tenor and 
soprano were properly 
aggressive, Ferris is fortunately 
less effusive than in his days 
with Don Ellis, and Abercombie 
found time to play more of 
himself, less of McLaughlin, 
than in his recent appearance 
with Jeremy Steig. In sum, a 
spirited young band; nothing too 
heavy, but more substantial and 
singular than most. Already they 
overshadow Cobham’s drum- 
ming. Surrounded by an un- 
necessarily huge set of traps, 
Billy’s ambidextrous brilliance 
seems to have worn thin. His 
plain, churning time-keeping 
was randomly broken by perhaps 
a half-dozen flashy but 
mechanical patterns. Like his set 
of Fibes, Cobham’s playing was 
all too transparent.

Miles Davis: WORKIN’ 


“A trumpet player who could 
play only in the middle register 
and fluffed half his notes; an out- 
of-tune tenor player; a cocktail 
pianist; a drummer who played 
so loud that no one else could be 
heard; and a teen-age bassist.” 
This is how Joe Goldberg once 
described the initial critical 
reaction to Miles Davis, John 
Coltrane, Red Garland, Philly 
Joe Jones and Paul Chambers, 
the 1956 edition of the Miles 
Davis Quintet. How it came to 
be considered the Miles Davis 
Quintet, and one of the four or 
five most perfect working bands 
in jazz history, is a matter of 
sheer chemistry. Complement 
and contrast, the man walking 
on eggshells set off perfectly by 
the young tenor experimenter, 
and the three disparate 
elements of the rhythm section 
blending into the paragon of 
post-bop swing. More' 
accurately, the band had three 
rhythm sections, three distinct 
manners of complementing the 
solos of Davis, Coltrane and 
Garland. 

The first Prestige twofer by 
the quintet, Miles Davis (P- 
24001), contains the finest 
performances by the group, but 
both collections are essential. 
The influence of Ahmad Jamal 
which Miles so readily 
acknowledged in the fifties is 
reflected in the repertoire 
(“Surrey with the Fringe on 
Top,” “Diane,” Jamal’s own 
‘““Ahmad’s Blues’), Chambers’ 
walking ‘“‘in and the 
occasional chord suspensions. 
Jazz standards are swung 
mercilessly, with Miles’ own 
“Four” and ‘‘Half Nelson” and 
Monk’s ‘Well, You Needn’t” 
especially fine. And there are 
four beautiful examples of 
Miles’ Harmon-muted ballad 
style. “Something Dreamed 


Last Night,” “When I Fall in 
Love,”” and Dave Brubeck’s “In 
Your Own Sweet Way” are all 
lovely, and “It Never Entered 
My Mind” is truly monumental. 
A comparison with another in 
Presitge’s recent reissue group 
reveals the special chemistry of 
Miles’ band. John Coltrane’s 
Black Pearls (P-24037) has 
Garland and Chambers, and 
"Trane is two years further along 
in his development, but Donald 
Byrd’s quite good Clifford 
Brown-derived trumpet solos 
can’t touch Miles (Byrd should 
be playing this well today), and 
drummers Art Taylor and Louis 
Hayes are_ similarly 
overshadowed when heard 
beside Philly Joe. Finally, Miles 
had a working band which 
developed a repertoire suited to 
its specific strengths; for all the 
familiarity among the men on 
Coltrane’s 1958 recordings, the 
occasions were still mere pick- 
up studio dates and the 
opportunity to get inside even 
the better material (‘‘The 
Believer,’’ ‘‘Nakatini 
Serenade”) was limited. The 
one advantage of Black Pearls is 
the later Coltrane: inquisitive, 
troubled, straining, his solos are 
fascinating treads down a path 
soon to be traversed by giant 

steps.

Robin Trower: BRIDGE OF 
SIGHS (Chrysalis CHR 1057 ) 


Caravan: FOR GIRLS WHO

I didn’t like solo Trower at 
first. When Twice Removed 
from Yesterday came out, I 
muttered a lot about the 
Hendrix influence, but without 
really appreciating it. So it 
snuck up on me; one day I 
couldn’t get “I Can’t Wait Much 
Longer” out of my mind. No 
such problem with this one, 
which is basically more of the 
same superb stuff. 

Trower writes two sorts of 
tunes: deep sea diver adventures 
(like the title track, complete 
with blizzard phasing) and 
chunky r&b (like “Lady Love,”’ 
with its brilliant repeating riff). 
This album contains more of the 
latter, most of which were 
written for last summer’s tour. 
Their wholeness is due to 
Trower’s guitar playing: since he 
can play two things at once, he 


uses overdubs fastidiously. Jim 
Dewar’s singing is another great 
plus. 


The slow tunes feature 


Robbie’s orchestral playing in 
the cause of charting further the 
unexplored territories of the 
Strat-Guru. One need not credit 
Hendrix with divine attributes 
to recognize that he made 
possible new forms of expression 
in guitar playing, and it is these 
techniques that Robbie is 
adopting. However, Trower is 
still being Trower: he plays an 
extended break on “Too Rolling 
Stoned” which could have been 
on Procol Harum’s Home 
album, as it is as unflaggingly 
characteristic as any of his work. 


I didn’t like Caravan at first 


either; they sounded like a riff- 
rocker band jamming with a 
condescending 
orchestra. Granted, they have 
grown a bit more “commercial,” 
i.e. saccharine, with this album, 
but that’s only on the surface: 
“The Dog, The Dog, He’s At It 
Again’’ 
Carpenters’ tune until the lyrics 
begin to sink in. Many of the 
melodies are too simple for Pye’s 
voice, rendering it annoyingly 
bland. But the themes he 
chooses for the 
breaks make up for the banal 
tunes — and this is where the 
contrasts come in. He uses the

Conway Twitty: HONKY TONK 
ANGEL (MCA-406) 


Waylon Jennings:

THIS TIME 


Well friends, Conway still 
looks like an ass-kicking grit of a 
greasy gas jockey, but he sure 
can sing. And Waylon’s hair is 


more my style, but his new 
record is sappy, vapid and 
monotonous, an extended 4/4 
lullaby. 


Conway’s Honky Tonk Angel 
will let you know why country 
music retains the constituency it 
does. Conway is singing direct to 
his folks out there on a drinks- 
and-shots lunch hour. His 
values are not likely yours, but 
he speaks to thousands and 
speaks with great, and, in ways, 
mature passion. There’s a rocky 
marriage threatened by the 
husband’s “honky tonk angel,” 
an orphan who himself fathers 
an illegitimate child, and a poor 
boy who advises a status-seeking 
woman friend that she’s being 
taken advantage of by more 
affluent men. Nor is Conway a 
story-teller at the expense of 
musicianship. Great care has 
been taken with arrangements 
here. Conway’s patented growl 
and effective if corny spoken 
interludes are incorporated into 
an emotional trio. The old-timey 
fiddle sound is counterpointed 
by a subtle electric piano. And 
the classic country request of a 
bartender — ‘‘Pop a Top” again 
— is replete with the classic side 
effect: peeling aluminum. The 
beverage may be different, but 
this is the real thing. 


Waylon Jennings, riding a 
wave of local popularity after a 
recent appearance at the 
Performance Center, gives in, on 
This Time, to the worst 
tendencies in his music: 
repetitious melodies and sappy 
lyrics. Lacking the wry, inspired 
songwriting of Billy Jo Shavers 
— who wrote all of Honky Tonk 
Heroes — compositions by 
Waylon and his friend Willie 
Nelson lead us through a 
miasma of pseudo-sensitive love 
songs about women dressed in 
satin and men that are born to 
ramble, or some such. Great 
musicianship — especially that 
of steel guitarist Ralph Mooney 
— is all but wasted on the 
undemanding Johnny Cash 
shuffle beat that dronés on in 
every song. 


This is not to imply that 
country music must remain in 
the hands and values of Conway 
Twitty to be successful. Given a 
few songs of substance and a 
little musical variety, Jennings 
could successfully bring new 
influences to Nashville. As for 
This Time, though, the lyrics of 
one song unwittingly admonish 
the talented Jennings for a 
disastrous session: ‘Pick up the 
tempo a little and bring it on 
home / The singer ain’t singin’, 


the drummer’s been draggin’ too 
long.”

Tom Scott: TOM SCOTT AND 
THE L.A. EXPRESS (Ode SP 
77021) 

If musical taste is an index of 
sanity, Tom Scott and the LA 
Express must be among the 
healthiest people in the world. 
There’s no sensible name for 
their kind of sound: 
instrumental rhythm and blues 
played with the rhythmic 
assumptions and technical 
resources of jazz and the open- 
mindedness of rock. That’s not 
to call Tom Scott’s band still 
another example of the 
mechanical ‘‘jazzrock’’ 
practiced by groups as 
apparently distinct as the new 
Soft Machine and Tower of 
Power. No, the LA Express 
knows that belaboring your 
virtuosity is far from where it’s 
at; that the real way to smoke is 
to be cool. The best art 
inevitably instructs as much as 


. it gives pleasure. 


The shocking immediacy of 
Scott’s bleeding, golden tenor 
saxophone often obscures the 
extent of his ambition. Though 
he suggests King Curtis and 
Junior Walker, Fathead ~ 
Newman and Wilton Felder, his 
playing is hardly mere 
imitation. Scott has instead 
forged a hip amalgam of these 
classic soul styles into a fresh 
and violently outspoken funk 
idiom. Indeed, Scott’s one of the 
few young tenormen whose 
promise seems to me to justify 
placing his name near those of 
the masters. 


The tunes that feature Scott 
on tenor (all but two) are the 
most satisfying on the album, 
especially the relatively simple 
stompers. “Strut Your Stuff,” a 
Scott original, repeats a 
maddeningly restrained march 
line that’s bound to turn up 
under your fingernails after a 
single listen. “Bless My Soul” 
and ‘‘Nunya’’ are somewhat less 
relaxed soul blitzes, though 
always supple, thanks to the 
ease of drummer John Guerin 
and bassist Max Bennett. 
Pianist Joe Sample (on 
apparent loan from the 
Crusaders since the Express’s 
session work on Joni Mitchell’s 
last album) turns in as much 
soloing as Scott; though he 
seems rather deliberately laid 
back, most sympathetic (and 
oddly so) to the amorphous 
balladeering of Scott’s soprano 
on “Easy Life” and “Spindrift’’.

Echoes is an omnibus of the 
eleven most popular and often 
requested pieces the company 
has done in the last four years, so 
there is a built-in promise of 
quality, and the performances 
more than redeem it. 


I realize that mime is esoteric 
and might tend to put you off, 
with its classical whiteface and 
stylization, but I’m practically 
pleading with you to discard any 
indistinct or fitfully held reser- 
vations and get down to the 
“pocket”’ where these talented 
people work. There are only 
some 50 seats in the basement of 
the church and the troupe 
deserves audiences that fight for 
a chance to fill them. J Tormey, 
Katie Birchenough, and Michael 
Atwell adopt the whiteface and 
streamlining of costume, but 
they work in a strongly 
theatrical, story-line style, with 
the emphasis on a borad range of 
emotion, tone, and subject 
matter. In fact you might say 
they push absolutely propless 
mime to its most theatrical 
limits, always with breakthtak- 
ing, superb, technical control 
and a dedication to avoiding 
what most often plagues mime 
— insipidity or triviality of con- 
tent. 


Director Annegret Reimer and 
principal performer J Tormey, 
I’m given to understand, have 
conceived the individual pieces, 
and in the process have hit so 
high a level of excellence that 
audiences must feel as if they 
have entered a new world of 
mime. Certainly the audience

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The Devil Behind “‘The Devil In Miss Jones’”’

The predominately student 
crowd which packed every 
square foot of a Boston Universi- 
ty auditorium was growing 
restless. A grumous haze, caused 
by the blending of cigarette and 
marijuana smoke, hung over the 
room which was becoming in- 
creasingly more claustraphobic 
with every passing second. 
Gerard Damiano and the second 
of his porno-flic films, The Devil 
In Miss Jones, were already 
twenty minutes late when a roar 
went up from the throng. The 
Samuel Goldwyn of hard-core 
pornorgraphy had arrived. 
Dressed in a fire-engine red 
sports coat, checked slacks and 


platform shoes, Damiano is ex- : 


actly what you would expect a 
pornographer to look like. His 
hair is a neatly coiffed graying 
pompadour and his lecherous 
smile seems to be saying: ‘‘Can- 
dy, little girl?’”’ Accompanying 
him was his wife, a platinum 
blond in sunglasses. The image 
was perfect. 

Damiano seized the 
microphone and, as the house 
quieted, uttered his first words: 
“I’m very gratified by your 
friendly reaction and I promise I 
won't say a single thing about 
baked beans.” 

“Ts he for real?”’ a girl up front 
asked. 

Sensing the growing un- 
easiness of his audience, 
Damiano brought his heavy ar- 
tillery. ‘“Well let’s show the film 
now and afterward I’ll answer 
any questions.” 

The spectators roared their 
approval and licked their lips in 
anticipation of the forbidden 
pleasures to come. Before anyone 
could say “prurient interests,” 
the lights went out and The 
Devil In Miss Jones appeared on 
the screen. The mood of the 


viewers quickly sobered when 
the all too realistic suicide scene 
began. Screams of horror filled 
the room as Miss Jones 
methodically ended her life by 
slashing her wrists in a bathtub. 
More than one person elected to 
forego the rest of the proceedings 
and left by the nearest exit. After 
60 minutes the film ended and 
Gerard Damiano once again 
stepped to the podium. “Did I 
leave anything out?” he asked. 

If there was ever any question 
concerning the star of the even- 
ing, whether it was the film or 
the producer, it was answered 
right then as half the audience 
ignored Damiano’s query and fil- 
ed noisily out the doors. 

Those who remained were 
treated to the usual banalities 
and well rehearsed answers con- 
cerning censorship, the Supreme 
Court and so on, that a man in 
Damiano’s position must con- 
stantly spew forth. To his credit, 
however, he did field all the 
questions and gave some candid 
answers. 

No, he did not think the film 
was degrading to women. “If 
anything, I think it degrades 
men because they are portrayed 
as just objects used to educate 
Miss Jones in lustful matters.” 

Why did he want to degrade 
men? “I did it because of what 
sex films have done to women 
throughout the years.” 

What is the atmosphere on the 
sets of his films? “I’m glad you 
asked that. The morals behind 
the scenes of a sex film are much 
higher than most of the straight 
pictures. There’s a good chance 
you might have to screw 
somebody to get in a soap com- 
mercial for instance. People 
don’t have to screw to get a part 
in a screwing film.” 

What film makers have in-

fluenced you? “Well I guess you 
could say I’ve been most in- 
fluenced by Alfred Hitchcock. If 
Hitchcock made sex films I think 
he would have handled certain 
scenes the way_I did.” 

After this answer many people 
started shifting restlessly in their 
seats and, shortly afterward, the 
presentation came to a close. 
Later, at the Aegean Fare 
Restaurant in Kenmore Square, 
Damiano told me more about 
himself. 


A native New Yorker, 
Damiano started making movies 
seven years ago at age 38. Before 
that time he had been an X-ray 
technician for 12 years and then 
a hairdresser for eight more. His 
only film background was a six 
month course he took in direc- 
ting and editing at the New York 
School of Visual Arts. 

“I got into films late in life. I 
met some people and for three’ 
years I learned film working on 
the nudie cuties. But back in 


those days the sex wasn’t ex- 
plicit. Most of the pictures I 
worked on played the porno 
houses and died in a matter of 
days, weeks. It was only the 
attempts at censorship that 
brought these films their 
notoriety.” 

Damiano denies making sex 
films solely for the money. He 
claims to have “only” made 
$200,000 in seven years of film- 
making. His ninety minute 
appearance at Boston University 
netted him a thousand dollars. 

“The money has never been 
upper most in my mind. But I 
was anxious to make films, to 
learn, so I went where the market 
is. Right now the market is in sex 
films. That’s the only kind of 
films you can make.”’ 

Damiano’s two famous films 
Deep Throat and The Devil In 
Miss Jones were both made for 
under $25,000 (stars Linda 
Lovelace and Georgina Spelvin 
were both paid around $500 for 
their participation) and have 
each grossed close to 10 million. 
Damiano is reluctant to talk 
about the financial aspect of his 
business but he does admit to 
being forced to sell his share of 
Deep Throat for $15,000. Rumor 
has it that Damiano and his 
family were threatened with 
violence if he did not sell out his 
share of Throat. Damiano will 
not directly comment on this 
saying: “I really don’t want to 
comment on that because 
nothing can be served by it. The 
money is gone. Any of the news 
that came out about it did not 
come out through me. I really 
don’t want to go into it. It can 
only be uncomfortable.” 

“It’s a part of the past,” his 
wife adds, “‘we’d like to leave it 
there.” 

The 5’4’’ producer will, 
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however, enthusiastically dis- 
cuss the actual making of Deep 
Throat. In an interview with Lin- 
da Lovelace last November the 
performer told me that she was 
an afterthought for the lead in 
Deep Throat. Damiano denies 
this: “I was looking for someone 
to play a sex role in a picture | 
made called Changed. Linda was 
originally supposed to make that 
film with me but when she came 
to my office with her boyfriend- 
husband-trainer, whatever he 
was, and I saw what she could do 
on film, I decided not to use her 
in Changes but to write a film 
around her. I knew she was com- 
pletely unique. 

“I wrote Throat in a weekend, 
the script was 14 pages long. 
Right away the film was a hit at 
the World Theater in New York. 
It was grossing about $15,000 a 
week which is great for a picture 
of this genre. After three or four 
months the film started to peter 
out and then it got busted. This 
gave the picture notoriety and it 
became the in thing to see, it 
became a fad. Busloads of people 
used to come from all over.’ 

Damiano does not want to 
have anything more to do with 
Deep Throat and did not par- 
ticipate in it’s unsuccessful se- 
quel Deep Throat II. He is also 
not anxious to work with Linda 
Lovelace again. 

“Linda changed, she 
affected by what she was. She 
demands a very high salary and 


she can’t perform. She never had 
any talent as an actress. She just 
had one unique quality of being 
the most sensually turned on 
person I have ever met. She had 
this innocence. No matter what 
she did she came across as not 
being dirty. She doesn’t have 
this quality any more. 

“In Deep Throat II she was 
awful — god awful. Whatever 
she had the new people whe-are 
handling her have no way of 
bringing it out. I taught her how 
to walk, how to stand, how to 
project herself and lose her 
shyness. 

“T thought she might progress 
when she got rid of her husband, 
Chuck Traynor, who then went 
over to manage Marilyn 
Chambers. That man was a 
nothing. He had no personality, 
no charm, no brains. He was just 
a user of people and he used Lin- 
da. He gave her nothing and 
abused her. He was very brutal 
with her. She was supposed to do 
what she did but she wasn’t sup- 
posed to enjoy it, and if she en- 
joyed it he beat her up. Many 
times she’d come on the set and 
be completely black and blue.” 

Damiano paused to take a bite 
out of his sandwich and then 
related that The Devil In Miss 
Jones, his most successful pic- 
ture, was conceived and made a 
few months after the release of 
Deep Throat. This time it took 
him a month to write the 
screenplay and he is proud that 


the film received some minor 
critical acclaim. He also enjoys 
achieving recognition from show 
business people: ‘I heard 
through the grapevine that many 
personalities are personal fans of 
mine and have all my films. 
Frank Sinatra, Sammy Davis 
Jr., Hugh Hefner, these people 
have all my films! 

“IT was in a restaurant in 
California recently and a waiter 
came over and said that if I 
didn’t mind Mr. Cassavettes, 
John Cassavettes, would love to 
meet me. And here’s a man whol! 
have, throughout the years, ad- 
mired for his talent; and here he 
was wanting to meet me. 

“The only source that has ex- 
pressed displeasure with my 
work has been Jack Valenti of 
the MPAA. But you have to un- 
derstand people’s motivations. 
Valenti is completely motivated 
by his pocket. He cannot con- 
done independent films because 
he belongs to the system. I laugh 
at him, I defy him. Hollywood 
makes a film called Man Of La 
Mancha for 10 million dollars; it 
grosses twenty five thousand. I 
put out Deep Throat for $25,000; 
it grosses 10 million. I destroy his 
whole system. I destroy 
everything he stands for.” 

After his bad financial ex- 
perience with Deep Throat 
Damiano has now developed a 
system of his own. His company, 
Pierre Productions, currently 
has an agreement with dis-

_ tributor Herbert Micklin (who 


owns 50 porno theaters 
throughout the country in- 
cluding two in Boston) which 
allows for rapid distribution of 
all Damiano’s projects. 
Damiano’s new film Memories 


will open May 1 in New York and 
then be distributed all over the 
country. 

“Memories is a different kind 
of film for me. In a ratio it’s 20% 
sex, 80% story. The sex when it’s 
sex, though, is explicit. Judith 
Crist saw the film and she really 
liked it.” 

In the future Gerard Damiano 
says he plans to stay with the 
“independent” (sexual) format. 
He continues in this area despite 
expressing contempt for the por- 
no industry in general: ““The por- 
no business is rampant with dir- 
ty little people using and abus- 
ing talent. These dirty little peo- 
ple make all the money and the 
people who express themselves, 
pour out their life, get very little 
money. 

“In the beginning I used to 
think that all my performers 
were the really together people. 
People that could understand 
themselves and their own sex- 
uality and people who were open 
and free to new ideas. But the 
more I became involved the more 
I realized that this was all a 
facade and basically, and I’m 
not speaking for everyone, but 
most of them — they’re really 
fucked up. Really fucked up.” 

The waitress brought the

“So you’re really the only one 
who has it all under control?” 

To which Gerard Damiano, 
the high priest of porno-chic, 
replied: “right.”

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Dance: Concert Dance Co. Is Hopping 


By Amanda Smith 
Concert Dance Company, 
under the artistic direction ol 
Barbara Lazarus Kauff, has 
come a long way in the past 
year. A year ago, its dances, 
almost entirely by local 
choreographers, were often 
heavy and angst-ridden and self- 
conscious. This year, with an 
almost complete change in 
dancers and now mostly 
imported choreography, it has 
evolved what can be described 
as a youthful, bright company 
image. And, to a great degree, 
self-assurance has replaced self- 
consiousness onstage. 


The company’s March 
performances at Wheelock 


College opened with the spritely, - 


happy, harlequin-jumping, hip- 
swinging ensemble piece, a 
dancy-dance called “For Betty,” 
-choreographed by Bill Evans of 
the Utah Repertory Company to 
music by Vivaldi. A completely 
different kind of imported piece 
was Rudy Perez’ “Asparagus 
Beach” which used ten dancers 
in all manner and means of 
beach garb. It was a work which 
emphasized people-as-people 
and their silhouettes, and the 
images they present, 
intentionally or unintentionally, 
to the watcher. 


Wisely retained in the 
repertory from last year was 
Kelly Holt’s sensuous duet 
“Thunderpumper,” a wonderful 
hopping, thumping dance, 
performed quite cleanly and 
impressively by Ann Asnes and 
a very good new member of the 
company, Robb Wallin. 


I responded with a great deal 
of excitement to the piece 
conceived by Richard Bull 
entitled ““Making and Doing,” 
but I had the advantage of 
catching on early to what the 
dance was about. Basically, it 
required the seven dancers to 
come onstage as they would to a 
rehearsal, improvise warm-up 
stretches and dialogue at the 
same time. At the discretion and 
direction of ‘‘Rehearsal 
Director” Deborah Wolf, the 
dancers begin a few set phrases 
or combinations, but then, at 
the Rehearsal Director’s cue, 
they must recall and repeat first 
their improvised warm-ups, 
interlaced with the set phrases, 
until the dance grows and 


repeats almost like a rondo form 
in music. 

Ms. Wolf 
choreographed an amusing piece 
full of spurts and stops called, 
ironically, ‘‘Without 
Interruptions” in which she and 
Roger Tolle go round and round, 
heads together. They go round 
and round in conversations, too, 
about waterskiing and orange 
yogurt cones and Rudy Perez, as 
gradually they work their way 
across the stage’s diagonal, 
falling occasionally into the 
spotlight which is just ahead of 
them on the diagonal. 

The two pieces on the 
program which seemed 
somewhat out of keeping with 
the rest were those by Mimi 
Kagan Kim. Her six-part piece, 
“The ‘Truth’ Series, and Other 
Studies,” was a tense throwback 
to earlier days of modern dance. 
Similar both in image and mood 
was “After Chopin,” done in 
silence the evening I attended. It 
was static and clenching, and 
seemed to have about it a sense 
of horror, the presence of some 
unnamed shadow that followed 
and inhibited the freedom of the 
waltz. 


Dance Collective / Mass 
Movement 


Dance Collective / Mass 
Movement is comprised of eight 
women, of quite different dance 
backgrounds, several with New 
York performing experience, 
who work together loosely 
throughout the year and come 
together once or twice a year to 
mount a concert of their own 
choreography. 

This time round in their 
March performances at MIT’s 
Kresge Auditorium, I was taken 
with, among other things, Ruth 
Wheeler’s two works, quite 
unlike one another. On the one 
hand, there was a lyrical trio 
called “‘Renaissance Suite,” a 
sweeping, often balletic work 
with the flavor of the court 
dance in the style of the hands 
and patterns, and set to live 
music of that period played by 
organist Marian Shepp and 
flutist Dana Wood. Sara 
Brummel in particular danced 
beautifully, with a fine sense of 
grandness and openness. 

The same Ruth Wheeler 
turned out a whimsical little 


herself 


number called “The Flying Leap 
of the Flea” in which a group of 
dancers mimicked the 
movement of the flea and its 
insect cousins while a learned 
voice read (learnedly) from an 
issue of Scientific American 
about the habits of these small 
creatures. The costumes were 
ingenious: over black leotards, 
that plastic packing material 
with pockets of air which pop if 


to whom the piece was 
dedicated, who took her own life 
in December. That instability 
was symbolized by Ms. Gray’s 
positions which wobbled in 
precarious balance. 

And then there was Dawn 
Kramer, who always looks like 
such a nice girl, as pretty as a 
Miss America, but who makes 
arrésting dances about the 
terrors of the suburban

strength, when a greater sense of 


fluidity and sleek line, I think, 
fulfill the choreography more 
completely. Ms. Arnold’s jazzy 
quartet ‘‘Contrails’’ lost a 


dancer to injury in rehearsal and 
so its sense of spacing was a bit 
out of kilter, but I liked the 
bounciness of much of it 
nevertheless. 

Dorothy Hershkowitz’s 
“Pueblo Parting’’ seemed to 


pressure is applied. They 
popped away appropriately for 
the presence of the click beeile 
— relative to the flea, in case 
you’re wondering how he got 
here. 

Beth Soll’s “Prelude” seemed 
to pit the lone individual — 
perhaps an artist figure, danced 
by Soll herself — against the 
force of a somewhat vain and 
self-involved society, personified 
by eight women, all in beautiful 
long dresses. The group of 
women chattered and moved 
about the stage, primarily in 
unison, as the lone figure in 
leotards and tights repeatedly 
dive-falls onto the stage, 
unnoticed by the group. 

There were two very good 
solos choreographed by 
members of the Collective. 
Martha Armstrong Gray’s “In 
the Mirror’’ intentionally 
reflected the uncertainty and 
instability of the 14 year old girl 


housewife, a sort of after-the- 
pageant-is-over idea. In “Plastic 
Wrap,” Ms. Kramer, in a dinyl 
blond wig and a frumpy winter 
coat, pushes a bulging basket of 
groceries across the stage. Later, 
after fiddler Andrew Woolf 
enters, Ms. Kramer sheds coat 
and wig, dumps the contents of 
her shopping bags, and in the 
end crawls desperately through 
the rubble of groceries, clutching 
at the fiddler’s leg. 


Becky Arnold’s interpretation 
of Bill Evans’ solo “Saraband”’ 
was less satisfying, partly 
because of a problematic 
costume which obscured and 
interrupted the flow of 
movement instead of 
emphasizing it and even from 
time to time, the flappy arms 
unfortunately caught Ms. 
Arnold in the face. Also, Ms. 
Arnold worked the piece with a 
great deal of attack and 


draw on large mythic themes. 
Pueblo, as she pointed out to 
me, has to do with community, 
and her dance, set against a 
background of persistent 
primitive drumming by Ben 
Carriel and Guy Van Duser, 


‘worked with the idea of the 


building strength of the 
community; that sense of 
communal structure was 
represented by large white 
blocks which were turned and 
placed to form a sort of pueblo 
effect. Also within the dance for 
12 was the idea of setting apart 
certain members of the 
community, elevating them 
both spiritually and physically. 
But in the final stunning image, 
it is the choreographer herself, 
philosophically perhaps the 
most elite of all in the 
community of dance, who 
situates herself slightly away 
from the structure and examines 
what she has built.

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2 OUTSTANDING DANCE 
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Books:A Big Novel And A Good Small One 


By C. R. Blaugrund 
WATERSHIP DOWN by 
Richard Adams, Macmillan, 
429 pp., $6.95. 


A certain style of life like that 
of the American Indian has a 
special feeling of completeness 
about it. The emphasis in Indian 
culture and religion is in in- 
tegrating the cycles of life — 
brith and death, with the cycles 
of nature — the seasons, the 
planting and harvesting. The 
best thing about reading an In- 
dian novel is this feeling that 
comes through the invocation of 
myths, the exhortation of 
deities, like the Slayer-of- 
Enemy-Gods, a feeling of beings 
living in a kind of ‘““commodious 
sacrament” with their world. 

Richard Adams, a former 
Assistant Secretary in Britain’s 
Department of Environment has 
developed a similar sense of 
wholeness in Watership Down, 
his unlikely, but likeable first 
novel set in England’s Berkshire 
Downs. 


How did an Englishman 
manage to co-opt this type of 
nature novel and make it work 
despite the presence of English 
countryside, accent, and 
mannerism? By using animals, 
rabbits as the subject of his 
book, by giving them a language 
and mythology of their own, and 
by pitting them against many of 
the same forces for evil that 
challenge all freedom-loving 
creatures: ecological disaster, 
the apathy of a welfare state and 
the totalitarianism of a govern- 
ment whose major function is 
self-preservation. 


Taking his information from 
R. M. Lockley’s The Private Life 
of the Rabbit, Mr. Adams has 
developed character in his rab- 
bits through their actions, but 
not human character. We find 
that rabbits like to feed in the 
sunshine, tell stories, fight for 
their does when necessary, and 
love to vent their aggressiveness 
by tricking, sometimes hustling 
mankind or their own. The first 
half of the book, with its scent of 


political allegory, is strong 
enough so that the reader has no 
trouble forgetting the cuddly 
stereotype of the bunny rabbit. 
These creatures are as decisive 
and unsentimental as nature 
demands in the quest for sur- 
vival. 


Fiver (so-called because he is 
the fifth and runt of the litter) is 
seized by a vision one evening 
while feeding with his brother 
Hazel. He sees their warren 
“covered with blood” and con- 
vinces Hazel that they must 
leave and find a new place to set- 
tle if they are to survive. After an 
abortive attempt to convince the 
Chief Rabbit of the imminent 
danger, Fiver and Hazel gather 
about them a small group of out- 
skirters and disenchanted 
members of the owsla (an 
organization of warren leaders 
and police) and set out to find a 
new home led by Fiver’s vision 
and Hazel’s democratic 
leadership. Here the value of 
rabbits as actors in this tale is 
obvious. On the one hand these 
creatures are threatened by the 
uncontrolled growth of man’s 
world. The threat over their 
home is a recently erected sign 
announcing a new apartment 
complex which the rabbits of 
course can’t read. On the other 
hand the moment they set out 
the rabbits are engulfed in a 
seemingly endless pristine 
wilderness which in reality is 
only a few miles long. 


Here the writing and the story 
itself promises a great deal. The 
wanderers encounter a strange 
breed of opulently large but un- 
usual smelling rabbits who invite 
them to join their warren. At 
first they accept, ignoring Fiver’s 
warnings and their own doubts 
caused by the un-lapine lack of 
ritual and aggressiveness that 
their hosts display. The apathy 
of this strange group is reflected 
in the sad resignation of the 
poetry they mouth. In contrast, 
Hazel and his followers tell reaf- 
firming stories of their hero El 


Ahrairah (the Prince with a 
thousand enemies). All this 
leads to a disaster, which the 
visiting rabbits barely survive. 
This is the high point of the 
novel in terms of the reader’s 
hopes. By this time we realize 
that this strange warren is a 
welfare state, where the animals 
are fed by a farmer and 
harvested one by one in snares. 
Visions of Animal Farm and 
serious political allegory dance 
like elusive motes of sunshine 
through the already enthralling 
interest of an adventure story. 


Because of the unpreten- 
tiousness of the novel we are let 
down easily into the episodic 
quality of the remainder of the 
book. The rabbits make a new 
home on Watership Down and 
the action continues when they 
realize that they must find some 
does to perpetuate the warren. 
This leads them into a guerrilla 
war against General Woundwart, 
a Stalin in rabbit’s fur and his 
fearful owsla of secret police. 
They prevail with the help of a 
seagull and a mouse and a 
magnificent myth their story- 
teller weaves of how E] Ahrairah 
once saved his people from the 
Black Rabbit of Inle (darkness). 


A tremendous sense of tran- 
quility filters through the foliage 
of this novel. Feelings that derive 
from the reader’s desire and 
momentary ability to share in 
the complete simplicity of the 
natural world. Perhaps the point 
of Mr. Adam’s novel is that 
nature can exist, indeed still 
does exist alongside civilization 
with dignity, and even some self- 
awareness. More than one reader 
will question the sagacity of the 
author’s use of rabbits as the 
subjects of a 425-page novel. But 
what is required is an implicit 
contract between reader and 
author to see it through. Those 
who do swallow the pill, and its a 
sweet one, will find that 
Watership Down is an up.

THE MAN WITH MISSING 
PARTS by Richard Burgin 
and J. M. Alonso, Identity 
Press, Cambridge, 1973, 71 pp., 
$1.00 paper, $2.50 hardcover. 


Richard Burgin looks properly 
possessed on the cover of his re- 
cent collaborative “fiction” with 
J. M. Alonso. Alonso, standing 
in the background, with a Mona 
Lisa smile and a bright pattern- 
ed tie, has the stoic appearance 
of the not quite disinterested 
observer. The Man with Missing 
Parts, published by Identity 
Press of Cambridge, is the result 
of their collaboration, reflecting 
the blend of possession and 
stoicism in an economical, yet 
finely textured story. 


Burgin and Alonso are 
professors at Tufts. Whether 
Tufts makes them restless or 
they simply travel in their spare 
time, the journey they describe 
in The Man with Missing Parts 
is not ordinary. These two 
writers have been far too quiet in 
the last few years. While Burgin 
does write an arts column for the 
Globe, he has not published 
anything substantial since his 
Conversations with Jorge Luis 
Borges, which was written 
several years ago, when Burgin 
was a student at Brandeis. As for 
Alonso, he has written two well- 
received novels, The Chipped 


» Wall, and The Passion of Robert 


Bronson, but he also has been 
quiet for quite some time. 


The premise of The Man with 
Missing Parts, as introduced by 
A, is this (The not so anonymous 
voices of Alonso (A), and Burgin 
(B), serve the “fiction” well.): 


B is possessed by a story that 
he cannot tell. He enlists the aid 
of A to “‘exorcise”’ the story. This 
is to be achieved by allowing A to 
participate in the story. As A 
puts it, somewhat resentfully, 
“I’m going to get shrunk down 
real small, and become a 
character in your story.”” B 
observes that, while that may be 
true, A will be the “only truly 


autonomous character in all of 
fiction.” 


And so B proceeds with his 
“fiction.”’ B’s story concerns 
Mark, a young man who is trying 
to realize himself. But he is 


plagued by the sensation that he 
is not all there — that he is miss- 
ing certain parts. His father, a 
stern and respectable academic 
whose face is described as “‘fist- 
like”, has somehow caused the 
loss of “‘certain crucial parts”’ of 
Mark’s mind. His futile search to 
be whole again moves from his 
parents home in Argentina, 
where A has set the story during 
an interjectory observation, to 
Massachusetts. (Alonso, it 
should be noted, was born in 
Argentina.) But after an unhap- 
py ending to a love affair, Mark 
finds that his mind is intact, but 
his penis, appropriately enough, 
is missing. The penis is missing 
only in a strange sort of way, 
however so that the fact of its 
physical presence between 
Mark’s legs does not preclude 
the fact that it is absent. 
Naturally, as we would hope and 
expect, the search goes on, but it 
would be better not to continue 
with the description here, as 
there is a far more adequate dis- 
cussion of peni, real and imagin- 
ed, in the book. 


A’s role in the story is ‘in- 
triguing. He seems to be cautious 
of his involvement, resisting the 
impulse to be drawn into it too 
deeply. But his recollections of 
Mark’s parents ultimately frame 
the resolution of the story, and 
despite his stoic demeanor, he 
cannot help but be drawn just as 
deeply into the story as B, so 
that he not only reaches the im- 
portant understanding that 
Mark’s incompleteness stems 
from his desire to be 
“Everything,” but he is allowed 
by B the extraordinary privilege 
of ending a story which does not 
even belong to him.

realized I knew nothing” and 
claims he was really unprepared 
for his 1961 debut in Boeme. 
Shortly thereafter he was in- 
flicted with a spinal injury that 
necessitated hospitalization for 
two years in Zurich. Then came 
the racing car decision. 


He says he was a sports car 
fanatic and loved everything to 
do with cars or racing and raced 
all over Europe in an Alfa Romeo 
for three years. I asked how that 
ended. “I'll never forget one day 
in Trieste I came for my car, 


found my gate and trailer locked 


and my chauffer and mechanics 
dismissed!” A friend at the Met 
decided that day to end his rac- 
ing career and direct him to good 
singing teachers in Milan for the 
next two years. 


He returned to America to 
the Hartford, Connecticut Opera 
and later made another debut 
with Vorelli and Moffo in 
Othello and Gounod’s Romeo 
and Juliet. He said he studied, 
“got better” and now comes 
three or four times a year to the 
United States. A German recor- 
ding, “Dmitri Nabokov sings 


Russian Songs,” will appear this 
summer. His favorite roles? “I 
put my maximum effort into 
whatever I’m doing — it 
becomes all-important.” But he 
later said he loves all Verdi 
“which gives satisfaction to all 
singers.” 


At dinner he asked the maitre 
d’ to play a record of my favorite 
opera. They were out of 
Mefistofele at the moment so 
Dmitri signalled that anything 
would do. Then he feigned anger 
at me for drawing a blank on 
Rossini. I guessed Donizetti; he 
threw up his hands. How do you 
like acting? I asked. Operatic, 
yes; movie, no. He starred in an 
Italian production seen oc- 
casionally over there on late 
night TV in which he played a 
genteel knife murderer. “I took 
James Mason to the premiere 
and he didn’t know what to 
make of it — a straight picture or 
a put-on.” Translated, it would 
be something like Hyena in a 
Safe and when he acquired a 
print and held a special screen- 
ing for his parents, they in- 
terrupted the thing midway,

confiscated the reels and have 
them hidden from him to this 
day! 

Earlier at the hotel he men- 
tioned that it had never been a 
problem being the son of a 
famous man because he loves his 
parents and they’ve always been 
a very close family. I believed 
him. If anything, he offered, 
perhaps they’ve been too ex- 
emplary a couple, which could 
account for his continuing, 
bothersome bachelorhood. 
Before we all parted, his 
bachelor friend Bret ducked into 
a McDonald’s where he spied 
one of his female students. 
Dmitri watched with intense 
amusement. I thought back to 
Tuesday: Dmitri enduring the 
bird-woman, the audience, and 
Salisbury’s idea-mongering 
speech to his philosophical 
depths. 


Before leaving Saturday, I 
hunted about for appropriate 
reading material (beside his 
Opera News and Penthouse) for 
him to take on his imminent 
midwest itinerary. I found it and 
dropped it off at his hotel: Willa 
Cather’s The Song of the Lark. 
It’s her year too and it seems to 
me the U.S. Postal Service, with 
its ubiquitous brown Willa 
Cather stamp; has created more 
recognition for her than the com- 
bined National Book and Nobel 
Committees will ever contrive 
for Vladimir Nobokov.

1951 and plans to attempt a 
comedy on that subject next 
(Sounder and Pete 'n’ Tillie were 
his most recent works before this 
one) explained his interest in 
themes of racial prejudice like 
o: “I’m a very socially conscious 
fella, and that’s what’s goin’ on.” 
But Ritt and both Ravetches 
were difficult to pin down on the 
political implications of their 
Conrack, or on the real logic 
behind the film’s self-imposed 
dramatic limitations. So after 
having spent about an hour at 
this, in the company of a dozen 
other press luncheoneers, I ex- 
cused myself to leave. ‘Don’t 
go,”’ said Ravetch. ‘‘You’re look- 
ing puzzled, and I feel as though 
there’s something else you’re try- 
ing to ask us.”’ There was, of 
course, but by then it was im- 
possible to say. Being hard- 
hearted is a terrible thing; it 
makes you feel close to the O.D.- 
ing point in the presence of such 
extreme Love. 

A month later, also at the 
Ritz, Jon Voight seemed to have 
his own reservations about Ritt’s 
and the Ravetches’ conception of 
Conrack. Over a nice quiet room 
service dinner, wearing his 
bathrobe and jeans, he admitted 
to wishing the kids had been 
more strongly developed in the 
film, and that Conrack’s 
background had been a little 
clearer. ‘I thought the culture of 
the kids should be explored, and 
there should be some point at 
which they teach him as much as 
he’s teaching them. And I don’t 
believe that the missionary spirit 
represented in the film is wholly 
endorsable. But listen,” he said, 


“T’ll tell you something very sim- 
ple. Marty Ritt and the 
Ravetches bought this property, 
and once it became their film 


. they did it their way.” 


So when it came to dis- 
agreements, Voight was “in a 
position to argue, but I wasn’t in 
a position to win. It tried to — I 
said what I thought as much as I 


could, but they didn’t under-> 


stand what I was talking about.” 


Dinner lasted two hours, at the 
end of which the waiter — who’d 
been de-boning Voight’s sole and 
so forth during the course of the 
conversation, told me he hoped I 
had a good story, but “in case 
you don’t you can always say 
something about the service.” 
Voight himself was less op- 
timistic. ‘“‘This’ll be terrible, 
when you start piecing it 
together it won’t make any 
sense. And that’s what I want to 
do, really. I want to make films 
that confuse and interviews that 
don’t make sense. Nobody’ll go 
see anything, and nobody’ll read 
anything I say, it’ll be terrific. 
Then I'll be a nonpollutant. And 
maybe you'll just have to go the 
way I go, kid. We'll just quit this 
business and stop polluting.” 

It did a lot of good to finish 
talking about Conrack and get 
that tension partly out of the air. 
We wound up driving out to the 
suburban recording studio where 
Jon’s younger brother, Chip 
Taylor, was finishing up the mix 


on a new album. Chip is a coun- 


try singer, songwriter and 
producer best known for having 
written ‘‘Wild Thing’’ and 
“Angel of the Morning,” and, 
during the. Midnight Cowboy 
and Deliverance periods of the 
Voights’ lives, for looking a lot 
like Jon. And I had met Chip 
about six months earlier, writing 
what I thought was a very friend- 
ly article about him at the time. 
But when we got to the studio, I 
was surprised to find out that 
Chip, while being very nice 
about it, had apparently been a 
little bit unhappy about that 
story. On the way back to town I 
asked Jon if he could explain, 
and he gave me a very helpful 
answer. “You liked Chip, right?” 
I did; still do. “Well, I think he 
could tell that from talking to 
you, but I don’t think it showed 
up in what you wrote. There 
wasn’t any feeling there, and I 
think he might’ve been a little 
hurt by that.” 


Interviewer’s Dilemma, and 
hard-hearted interviewer's 
Achilles Heel: It’s so easy to slam 
into people you don’t like, and so 
silly to even bother writing about 
them if you feel that way. And 
even with people you do like, it’s 
hard not to be suspicious. Like 
the Kinks say, everybody’s in 
show biz; most interviewers are 
no less performers than their 
subjects are, and the trickier you 
think your own methods are, the 
less inclined you are to trust 
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somebody you meet on a two- 


hour basis over an omelette. 

So if I sound impersonal about 
Jon Voight, that’s partly a func- 
tion of his extreme smoothness 
and verbal polish, but mostly a 
function of my own suspicious 
nature. But I did like him just 
the same, and I hope somehow it 
shows. I also liked the waiter and 
Pat Conroy, who I didn’t get to 
know nearly as well, though it 
seems that Voight and Conroy 
don’t much like or understand 
each other. As for the Ravetches 
and Martin Ritt, their attitudes 


are too vague for me to grasp, 
and too foolish to be worth an 
argument. Conroy is one thing, 
Conrack quite another, and 
somewhere in between lies the 
stuff of which a real drama 
might have been made. I don’t 
think these five people and their 
instincts ever even began to 
mesh, and their Conrack turned 
out to be some oddly democratic 
composite of their five different 
points of view. That may be a 
good way to run a town meeting, 
but it’s a hell of a way to make a 
movie.
